FIRST TOOK THE ENGINE. 



Compelled the Train Hands 
to Open the Express- 
Car. 



TEET FAIL TO SECVEE BOOTT. 



After a Fusillade of Bullets the 
Bandits Made Their Escapeon 
the Locomotive. 



Stockton, March 8.— The train known as 
thp Eiiropoan mail which rnrnp^ throujrh 
tlii? city as Spei ial hehl up near \ 

Castle Switch, about four railcs from this ] 
city, at 10:20 o'clock to-night. The rob- : 
bers, of whom there were three, got noth- j 
ing. 

The first new? of the hold-up was brought 
to Stockton by F. 1,. Sedgelcy. a brakeman 
on tnc triiin. Hi' canie on the Oregon Ex- 
press, which passofi through f^tockton 
shortly after the European mail and 
backed into Stockton from the scene of the 
robbery. Sedgeley said : 

"It was 10 :20 o'clock and in the neigh bor- 
hood of Castle Switch that the train came 
to a stot>. I was in one of the rear cars 
and thinking it \ras a hold-up got off im- 
mediately. When I reached the 
ground I heard several shots ahead 
and instantly started back to flae 
the Orepon express, wliich I knew would 
be CdniiuL' ^duncrsoon. I met the express 
a short distance from the city limits and 
came back aboard it. I don't know 
whetber the robbers got any money or not. 

The express was held until a posse of 
officers could be found. Sheriff Cunning- 
ham was in Sacramento, and Deputy Rpb- 
inson assumed charge. He was accom- 
panied by Police Officers Carroll and i!uru- 
hain and Deputy Sheriff Black. 

The train pulled out a short time after 
midnight with the oflicers, wlio intended 
to get off in the neighborhood of the rob- 
bery and aoenr the country lor the robbers. 

Word had already been received by the 
telegraph operator that tbe robbers after 
making their attempt had detatched the 
engine and started toward Lodion It, and 
bad abandoned it before reaching that 
town. 

Full particulars of the robbery were re- 
ceived from Lodi by telephone after the 
expreu train had left here. Tbe engine of 
theBaeopeaa mail rolled into Lodi at 11 :0s 
e'oledt, going iwry slowly, with ik> one 
aboard and registering but forty potuda of 
steam. 

(Jeorge Andrews, tbe engineer of a freight 

train that was lying there waiting for the 
overlanii to pass, pot aboard and stopped 
her. A stick of dynamite wbs found on 
the' seat in tbe cab and it was apparent 
that there had been a hold-up. 

Lodi ofBcers took the engine of the 
freight train and went after the train that 
belonged to the unmanned engine. They 
got b^ck to Lod i with the train at 12:ir), 
and it proceedcii north v.ith its own en- 
gine. 

Tlie story of the hold-up, as told by En- 
gineer Ingles of the mail train, is as 

follows: 

"A short distance south of Castle Switch 
myself and Fireman House were startled 
by a man who crawled over the tender 
and, pointing a iiisi ii at our heads, ordered 
us to slop the t:ai!i. ile was masked. I 
stopped the ei. aij l ti.c fellow then 
ordered us to get off, w hii-ii we ciid. 

"Two other masked men were standing 
on the ground waiting to receive us. They 
ordered us to walk back to the exi)rcs5- 
car, which we did. After we had reached 
the express-car the men told me to instruct 
the messenger to open theidoor, as they 
had dynamite and would blow np the car 
if the door was not opened. 

"I told the messenger this, and he 
opened the door and then shut it again, 
after wliich he fired two shot? at tbe rob- 
bers. A passenger siurk bi-ad out of 
one of the windows and one of the rubbers 
tired a shot at him. 

"The men threatened again to blow the 
car to pieces with dynamite if it was not 
opened, and tbe express messenger then 
complied with their demands. The men 
got inside, taking ns with them, and ran- 
sacked the car. 

' AH the money was in the big safe and 
tiiey did not try to open it. They got 
not.'iing whatever. 

"After satisfying themselves that there 
was nothing of value outside of the safe 
and that had been securely locked, 
' they jumped oat <tf the car and went 
ahead to the engine again, taking ns with 
them. 

"Keaching the engine the men nn- 
oonplcd it from tbe train, and tiring some 
shots in the direction of the pessenger- 
cars, to. scare their occupants, I suppose, 
puAed the throttle and started toward 
I.odi. 

"A brakeman was sent back to Stockton 
by the conductor to flag the Oregon 
express, which was soon to come along, 
aiid we waited nntil the engine came from 
LodL" 

A tramp, who was stealing a ride on the 
blind l>aggage, is the only person who can 
give a description other than teneral 
of any of the robbers. He stated at 
Lodi that when the train stopi>eJ he saw 
one of the robbers without his mask on. 
The fellow spoke to the tramp and told 
him that if he opened bis head he would 
lose it. 

The tramp wisdy kept still, bat he noted 
that the robber who had issued the warn- 
ing, was about 5 feet 10 inches in height 
and that he wore a black coat, woolen 
shirt and blue necktie. 

The tramp was made to walk to the ex- 
) r. ^^: rar with the cngi.':eer and lireman. 
Jic beard one of the robbers say that they 
had a buggy in which theycoujd tide off 
after leaving the engine.

when he reached Sacramento at 1:4S this 
morning, there were three robbers. 

One of them climbed over the tender. 
The first he knew of bis presence was when 
his fireman tapped him on tbe arm and 
said: 

"Look over there, will yon?" 

lie looked, and a moment later Iiada 
gun at his head. 

"The man had some dark knitted sub- 
stance OTer his head for a mask," said Mr. 
Ingle, "with holes cut in it for his eyes. A 
second man climbed over the tender a 
moment later. They told me to stop 
the train, and then they made the fireman 
and myself get out and uncouple the ex- 
press car. After that lliey walked ui> to 
the engine and one of '.]■■■ rribliers said, 
'Now you go aheail. wi '\ . a gang up 
here and we want you t<i g>i up to them.' " 

"When we had gone some distance with 
the express-car he made me stop. The 
train was about a qaarter of a mile back 
and the robbers seemed to fear no danger 
from that quarter. 

"They made me and the fireman get ont 
and walk to the express car. Then they 
ordered Messenger lbiu>e to i^pen the car. 
This he did, taking a shot at the 
robbers and then retreating to the back of 
the car. They tried to get the express 
messenger to come out. He refused and 
threatened to shoot them if they came to 
the door. 

"After parleying for several minutes they 
gave me a dynamite stick and told me to 
light it and throw it into the car. I got 
oiii some matches and tried to light the 
fuse, but every time the wind blew my 
matches out. 

"While I was trying to get the fuse lit I 
was talking to the messenger trying to get 
him to come out and telling him he was a 
fool to run the risk of getting blown to 
pieces and having the rest of us blown up 
too. He said there was no use of their 
coming in as there was nothing in the car. 

The rest Of the story has' already been 
told.' 



Purmtng Officer* WUI Tak» JTo . Chaneet 
With the JOoUter; 

Sacramento, March 8.— Eastbound pas- 
senger train No. 3 was held up by train- 
robbers at 11:20 o'clock this evening a few 
miles west of Stockton, between that city 
and tbe town of Ix)di. 

The f^r~t intelligence received of the 
hold-up was forwarded over tlie wires by 
Conductor Wyllie of the Oregon Express, 
which was following close after No, '6, and 
was flagged by a brakeman. who told him 
that No. 3 was robbed. The man could 
furnish no particulars other than consider- 
able shooting had taken place, but whether 
any one was injured or whether the rob- 
bers succeeded in obtaining any booty he 
was unable to state. 

Condtictor Wyllie immediately backed 
his train into Stockton and informed the 
antborities, who started a posse in pursuit 
of the robbers. As soon as tbe news was 
received at Sacramento Sheriffs Cunning- 
ham and .Johnson, with a po.ssee of olfioers 
annod with doul'le-barrel shotguns, ob- 
tiiiried a light engine anil started imme- 
diately for the scene of the ruhl>ery. 

The two men who committed the deed 
are supposed to be ifn same parties who 
attempted to rob the same train near Sac- 
ramento last Saturday night, and upon 
the failure of that attemat they procured a 
horse and cart, robbed Stheirs brewery 
the following evening and Hed by way of 
the upper Stockton road. 

The pursuing ollicers fully realize that 
they have desperate men to deal with, and 
express an intention to take no chances 
should they be fortunate enough . to over- 
take the desperad oes.

Los Aironxs, March 8.— Three of the 400 
little orphan girls who attended the citrus 
fair this afternoon upon the invitation of 
tbe managers are lying in the hospital 
bruised and injured, the victims of a run- 
away accident. 

The Catholic Sisters had conducted safely 
their long line of small charges to the pa- 
vilion, and had started on the return trip. 
.\.n electric car was waiting on Broadway 
for a load of passengers, and the girls were 
just beginning to find seats aboard when a 
runaway horse came te*ing down the 
street. The animal was going at a terrific 
rate of speed and dragged behind him a 
two-wheeled cart. Tne crowd of children 
filled tbe street completely, and before the 
pedestrians on the sidewalk could give 
warning the hone and cart were through 
the line of girls. 

Susie Bmssaille, aged seven years, was 
thrown high in the air, and landed on the 
hard pavement, a heap of braised flesh 
and broken bones. Leonita Tearer aged 
eight years, and Virginia Morillo, aged 
ten. were knocked down and trampled 
underneath the hoofs of the frightened 
horae,which continued its mad course down 
the strfeet nntil it collided with the tele- 
phone post and was secured. 

All of the injured children are still alive, 
hot grave fears are entertained tor the re- 
covery of any of them. The sad accident 
spoiled the holiday for the orphans, and 
tbe little ones talk in moomfnl whispers 
at the asylum to-night. 

The Jfyatarir of the Keg. 

Los AiroELES, March 8.— Nothing new 
has developed to-day in the matter of 

the mysterious disappearance of Mrs. Ktta 
Huffman. Many people are inclined to 
have faith in the theory that the woman's 
leg found in lironilway yard belonged to 
Mrs. Hoffman's body. Detectives, how- 
ever, now riaim that the theory of murder 
is not at all reliable, and that it is probable 
that the lirab found was one that had been 
amputated by surgeons. 

Attempt at fiutcidr <n Sacramento, 

SACB.t.MENTo, March S.— Patrick Kennedy 
attempted suicide to-day by slashing both 
wrists witli a razor, but the instrument 
being dull he failed to accomplish his pur- 
pose and will jirobably recover. He tells a 
sensational story of his alleged ill-treat 
ment at the County Hospital, and claims 
that after boing exclnded from that insti- 
tution he was refused a permit to re-eutcr 
by two of the County Supervisors. He 
was found this afternoon in a dense 
growth of willows on the border of the 
overflow at the foot of Twelfth street and 
was removed to the Receiving Hospital, 
where Iiis wounds were dressed. 



CoLtTBA, March 8. — George Woods, who 
resides in th. suburbs of this city, eloped 
with the wife uf his brother Thomas on 
Wi'dnesday. They were last seen at Syca- 
more, eight miles from tliis t.nvn, in the 
evening, where all trace of them was lost. 

There walked into the Farmer Hotel, 
located in Qood's Extension, a suburb of 
Colviea, early on Wednesday afternoon, a 
young man, who rented a room for himself 
and wife. In a short time he returned, ac- 
companied by a young woman whom he 
escorted to the room and immediately left 
the hotel, returning with a carriage and 
driver. This peculiar action aroused tbe 
curiosity of the landlord, and in reply to 
his question as to why the young woman 
had not waited in the parlor tbe young 
man informed him that his wife did not 
w^ant to sit in so public a place. He paid 
his bill, the couple entered the hack and 
rode away. The man was George Woods 
and the woman was Thomas Woods' wife. 

When the carriage had reached I'owells 
Corner, at the town limits, wliere several 
roads diverge. Woods told tbe driver to 
halt. He then alighted and informed the 
driver to await his return, leaving the 
woman in the carriage. Wooda.walked|to 
the home of his motlier and changed his 
clothing. Then he informed her that he 
was going to attend a dance at Mazw^U, a 
neighboring village, una that a party of 
friends were awaitiiig him. He bade his 
mother good-by and left. 

Returning to the carriage, he ordercil 
the driver to take them to Sycamore, 
eight miles distant, and there the couple 
alighted and disappeared. 

It was not long after George had left that 
Thomas Woods came riding hurriedly into 
town from the Berkey ranch where he is 
employed and rushed excitedly to his 
mother's house. He asked for his wife. 
iHis mother, aftonished at the question 
' auawered that she bad not been there that 
day. Then be asked for his brother George, 
and was informed that he had been there 
but a short time before. Thomas had 
learned that his wife and his brother bad 
been seen walking into Colusa from the 
Berkey ranch but a few hours before, and 
as his mother related the circumstances of 
George's visit, tbe truth s\iddenly fiasheii 
into his mind. His wife liad e!i.p,-il with 
his brother. He became franii( u i:b grief 
and rage, anathematized the recreant pair, 
and swore a mighty oath that henceforth 
and forever he would never again look 
upon his wife. He implored his mother 
to disown the son who had brought dis- 
grace to them. But he made no attempt 
to follow the runaways, and returned to 
his desolate home to grieve over his mis- 
fortunes and the perfidy of his wife and 
brother. 

Mrs. Jane Woods, the mother of Thomas 
and George, was interviewed at her home 
in regaird to the elopement .uid the events 
leading up to it. Mrs. Woods' story is 

substantially as follow.s: , 

"One day last fall there came to my 
house a lass named Kafe Tomes. Kate's 
home was in 'iVilliams, where slie had been 
living with her mother anil stci)father. 
The girl was in rags, she was untidy and 
in a forlorn condition. With tears in her 
eyes she told me a pitiful story of cruel 
treatment that she had been subjected to 
in her home, and begged so piteously to be 
given shelter and a home that my heart 
went out to her and I took her in. 

' That W.I-, the beginning of all the 
trouble that has come upon my family 
since and sorely I regret now that I was 
ever tempted to give shelter to that 
woman, who has so illy repaid my kind- 
ness. 

"Kate was a pleasant girl ts look upon. 

She was comely, and in my home under 
the kind care given her, she soon grew to 
be a handsome, happy and light-hearted 
girl. My sons were kind lo her and paid 
her much attention. Thomas and George 
were especially attentive to her. Soon I 
came to see that both of my Iwys were des- 
perately in love with the lass. I felt that 
the outcome of this would be trouble, and 
so I set about trying to mend matters. 
First, I talked to her of her duty to her 
parents and advised her to return to her 
home, but she ]ileaded that I should not 
scud her away. 

"Then I a^ked her whom of my two 
boys, George ami Thomas, she loved best. 
'I love George— I love him very murh,' 
said she. 'But as for marrying him, I will 
not. He la shiftless. So I shall marry 
Tom, for he will take good care of me.' 

''This manner of talk made me angry, 
and then and there I upbraided her. And 
in a short time I told her that she conld 
stay no longer, and so sent her into Colnsa 
on her way home, for I ifooid have no 
more of her. 

"It was on the last niglit of the year 18B4 
that she left. Thomas followed her, and 
with some young friends they went to 
•ludge J. B. Moore and asked to be mar- 
ried by contract. Now, Judge Moore is 
not a believer in this form of marri4ge and 
strongly expressed himself on the matter, 
ending by refosing to comply with their 
wishes. . 

"Thomas was not to be discouraged, how- 
ever. In a short time the party returned 
and Thomas ]iroduced a marriage license. 
Then Judge Moore made them man and 
wife. 

"All my efforts had proved futile, aiul 
so when Tom came home with his bride 1 
received them da cordially as I could in my 
wounded pride. Here they lived until four 
weeks since. Daring this time many 
things came under my notice and seeing 
tbe drift o; tilings 1 told Tom one day that 
it were best for him to make his home else- 



where with his wife, for I desired that she 
be removed from George as tar as possible. 
Tom and his wife went to the Berkey 
ranch. I had no suspicion of anything 
Ix'ing wrong until Tom came searching for 
ills wife. The trouble I had feared had 
l ome all too soon." 

Mrs. Woods and her family, which con- 
sists of two daughters and two sons besides 
Tom and George, keenly feel the disgrace 
brought upon them by the latter.

Reddiho, March 8. — Mrs. Spiegel, who 
lives with her husband on the road be- 
tween here and Bella Vista, about nine 
miles from Redding, yesterday went to call 
on her brother. Henry Hoppinger, who 
lived by himself m a cabin about a mile 
from their home. On entering the cabin 
she saw him lying on the floor w^ith a rifle 
across his breast. On closer examination 
she found he was dead, with a bullet-hole 
throngh his head. Coroner Earnest was 
notified, and with Or. F. P. Miteell went 
to the scene of the tragedy, where a jury 
was summoned and a post-mortem exam- 
iiKitiuii and an inquest was held. From 
the appearance of the room anil the situa- 
tion of the body, it appeared that Hop- 
pinger had been standing at a workbench 
engaged in cleaning a rifle. He had evi- 
dently been holding the gun with the bar- 
rel ]>ointing upward, and trying to look 
through the barrel, when the weapon was 
discharged, killing him instantly. 

The Coroner's jury came to the conclu- 
sion that Hoppinger came to his death on 
or about the tith day of March, 1895, from 
a gunshot wound inflicted, accidentally, by 
his own hand. 

Hoppinger was in good spirits when last 
seen. He was aged 29 years.

At last 
he requested to bis rele as ed from liis prom- 
ise of marriage. 

Marie did not want to sever the contract, 
but agreed to meet him in San Francisco 
to discuss matters. 'Here Burroughs se- 
cured a room and concealed witnesses 
therein. lie then had a conference there 
with the young lady, and tri.-d to have her 
niak'.' some proposition that would give 
bini grounds for charges of blackmail. 
Miss WUson says she did not take the bait 
and the meeting was fruitless. Burrouirhs' 
business called him about the State, never 
stoppiug more than t wo or three days in 
one town, but Marie kept to bis trail. 
About a week ago Burroughs came to this 
city and commenced an engagement as 
auctioneer in a leading jewelry store. 

-V lew days later Marie and her mother 
came to town, and yesterday, having de- 
spaired of the fickle lover repenting, the 
suit was commenced. Miss Wilson says 
she does not want the money, but she does 
want Burroughs. Burroughs claims she 
wants to blackmail him.

Excepting a Few of the Members, 
the House Is Enthuslewtio In 
the Matter. 



Sacbamento, March 8. — A new factor 
was introduced into the politics of Califor- 
nia to-day. The San Joaquin Valley road 
has made its first request. Men from all 
jiarts of the State greeteii its representa- 
tives with delight. They recognized in 
their presence the beginning of a new 
epoch — an epoch of growth and prosperity. 
.\11 day it was known that some move was 
to be made for the benefit of the new road. 
Clans Sprei kels and his son, John D., w^ith 
Colonel rrest.m. met their friendsonthe 
floor of the llnu.-;e. There was a long con- 
sultation with the Attorney-General early 
in the morning. Later it became known 
that an amendment had been drafted to 
Senate bill 709, which would give the Har- 
bor Commissioners power to lease fifty 
acres of the mud flats in South San Fran- 
cisco to the new railroad for a term of fifty 
years for depots, warehouses and other 
terminal facilities. 

Hardly a dissenting voice could be found 
to the proposition wlien it came tip before 
the House. 'Ihe Southern Pacific has 
many firm friends, but even they were not 
prepared to fight from the start this prop- 
osition, which every man in the House 
realized was looked upon throughout tbe 
entire State as the only hope for the de- 
velopment of the industries of California. 
There were a few evidences of unfriendli- 
ness. 

The original bill authorizes the Harbor 
f'omnns.^iouers to lease for a term of 
twenty-live years seawall lois 1 to IH in- 
clusive. The amendment drawn up by- 
the Attorney-General increases their power 
by allowing them to lease for fifty years 
not more than fifty acres of any State land 
"lying adjacent or contiguous to any pub- 
lic streets" to a railroad corporation not 
having terminal facilities in San Fran- 
cisco and desiring the same. The rental 
is made merely non^nal. The anWBdment 
is as follows: 

■Provided further, that the OoaimlaifdDers, 
except as hereinafter provided, shall have 
power to lease for a period not ejcceeding fifty 
years, at a rental not exceeding $1000 per an- 
num, to any corporation incorporated in this 
State, and not havlnit at the date of the pass- 
age of this act any terminal facilities In the 
city and county of San Francisco any land 
belonging to the State which is required for 
said purposes, which lies adjacent or con- 
tiguous to any public street or streets deslg- 
.iiated upon the offictal map of the city and 
county of S^an Francisco; provided that hut 
one parcel of land shall be leased to any one, 
nor shall said parcel exceed in area fifty 
acres, with access thereto and right of way 
throngh one or more convenient street 
or ftrects, forming, however, but one contiu- 
nou.s rigiit of wHV with double track; pro\ iijeil 
that a condition shall be inserted in said lease 
that said corporation or corporations shall 
proceed within six months from the date m 
.said lease lo improve said premises for said 
purposes and ]^r^'^'C■t'd tlu ri atler witli rea.'^on- 
atlc diligeiH.'e to construct sueh imt^roveiiicnls, 
and in event of failure to improve tlic same or 
some part thereof within the time s]ieeified 
said lease shall be forfeited. Provided, 
further, that none of said leases ^Imll be 
approved or executed unless by consent of 
a majority of said Board of Harbor 
Commissioners, and for said purjtoscs last 
named the Governor of the State and the 
Mayor of the city and county of San Francisco, 
ex-oSieio. Members of said board are hereby 
constituted members thereof with like powers 
and rights as other members of said board. 

The amendment was introduced by Pow- 
ers of 8au Francisco when .s^enate bill TOti 
came up for its second reading this after- 
noon. Powers, in presenting the amend- 
ment, said that it might make it possible 
for all roads to obtain terminal facilities in 
tlie future. The only lands that would 
come under the provisions of the amend- 
ment, he said, wero the mad flats along 
the southern portion of the city. To make 
this property available at least three-quar- 
ters of a million dollars would have to be 
spent in imjirovements that would increase 
the value of the neighboring properties im- 
mensely. Not OP.ly that, but employment 
would be given to many men in the Slate. 
He continued: 

"The rental of $1000 a year is only an ap- 
parent rental. At the end of fifty years the 
improved property with Its enormous in- 
crease in values will revert to the State. 
Whe property which to-day is valueless 
will then be worth millions and the differ- 
ence in the two values will be the real 
rental. Rut the subject of rents should be 
the last to bo considered. The question 
involved is really the development of the 
Stite. We are to face the query as to 
whether we aro willing to encourage and 
facilitate legitimate enterprises that will 
bring to oar State, wealth, iwpalfttion and 
power. 

"It is impossible now for railroads to 

receive municipal, county or State aid. 
There are no more land grants to be hoped 
for from the Federal (iovernment. If the 
State is to be relieved from its jiresent state 
of depression, it will only be by the money 
of its own citisena. I think, then, that as 
legislators we should lend oar aid, now 
that it lies in oar power to 'render possi- 
ble and assist in the completion of a rail- 
road that means so much for California." 

Cutter of Yuba thought the lease of the 
land should be made to the highest biader. 

Dinkelspiel of San Francisco asked 
which of the sixteen seawall lots it was 
proposed to rent to the railroad. He was 
not in favor of letting any private corpora- 
tion build warehouses on the lots north of 
the State's warehoase. 

Fowers stated that no particular lots had 
been chosen. The only land that would 
satisfy the conditions of the amendment, 
however, were not improved seawall lota, 
but the mud flats of South Ban Francisco. 

At this juncture Dixon, chairman of the 
Comiuittee on Commeroe and Nayigation, 



asked that the amendment be referred to 
his committee. 

This started a debate that at times he- 
came acrimonious and even personal. It 
developed the fact, howejrar, that the new 
corporation entered ' its political career 
with a strong and enthusiastic following. 

Powers objected to Dixon's proposition. 
He said it meant delay, and delay at this 
late day in the session was dangerous. 

Spencer of Lassen grew eloquent in urg- 
ing the befriending of the new road. He 
pictured its enormous value to this State 
and to San Francisco. 

Dixon protested that as no one seemed 
to know on which side of Market street the 
lots were the new company was to be 
given, he thought it only right that the 
amendment should be submitted to his 
committee for consideration. 

Ilwyer of San Francisco was opposed to 
any unnecessarj- delay. Bachman of 
Fresno said his people in the raisin county 
were looking anxiously for the relief that 
tbe new road offered them. "This amend- 
ment is the breaking of a new day," he 
said. "We are all waiting for its arrival, 
for we know it brings prosperity with it." 

Ewing, the Populist member, from San 
Francisco, announced that he would be 
willing to give the lots for nothing. 

Powers once more took tbe floor and 
said that Dixon wos rignt in the fact that 
the bill did not state where the fifty acres 
to be given were. "It only says fifty acres 
of dry land in San Francisco belonging to 
this State," he said. "Unaer the exi- 
gencies of the occasion, having in mind 
the immense value tbe establishment of 
these terminal facilities would be to San 
Franci.-co, I would say: 'liive them the 
lots anywhere. If no other satisfactory 
lots can be found, give the City Hall lots 
or any others.' " 

"Amen" came in loud tones from a 
member on the other side of the room. 

"Why are the Governor and Mayormade 
an essential part of the commission?" 
asked Hatfield of Sai ramento. 

"Because they are ex-oHicio members of 
the commission, and it is safer to have a 
larger body let such a contract as this," 
was the answer. 

Dinkelspiel here announced that he was 
not opposed to the valley road. He was 
in favor even of leaving oS the rental pro- 
viso of the amendment. He had feared 
that the lots of the Harbor Commission 
north of Jfarket street were to be given. 

McKelvey of Orange asserted that he 
thought it a bad precedent for the Legisla- 
ture to fix tlie maximum rental to be placed 
on any of the State's property. He thought 
the lots to be rented should be advertised 
and let to the highest bidder. A storm of 
protests arose. -> 

Spencer said : "This would give as just 
what the people don't want. It would en- 
able the Southern Pacific to overbid its 
competitors, gobble everything in sight 
and then freeze any competitor out from 
terminal facilities oy the water front." 

"Arc you legislating in favor of the 
State?" asked McKelvey. 

"Yes." 

"Would not my plan put more money in 
the treasury?" 

"Yes, sir, it would," said the venerable 
mountain jurist. "But! would not vote 
to put a pnny twenty-dollar piece 
in the treasury, and starve all the 
most valuable industries in the State." 

"Don't you believe it is better to give a 
poor man a chance to market his goods 
profitably than to let one wealthy corpora- 
tion monopolize the whole water front of 
San Francisco?" asked Bachman. 

A shout of sympathetic laughter showed 
that the Fresno Assemblyman had many 
sy m pathetic listeners. 

Thomas of Nevada urged that since the 
gentleman had requested tliat the bill be 
sent to his committee, the House should 
be courteous enough to grant the request. 

As Thomas took his seat Belshaw ex- 
ploded with: 

"Yes. if yoa want to kill the bUl send it 
to the Committee on Commerce and Navi- 
gation. If you want it to pass — " 

A t lamor of those who wanted to curb 
ibe jiassionate utterances of the speaker 
arose. When order was restored Dixon, 
flushed and angry, was on his feet. "I 
jirotest," he said, "against being put in the 
light of an obstructionist. The gentleman 
is unjust in his implications, and in an- 
swer to his insinuations I ask to withdraw 
my motion." 

This simplified matters. The amend- 
ment was adopted with a hurrah, a few 
minor amendments to the main bill were 
adopted and the bill sent to the printer. 

After recess the new amendment was the 
talk of the House. With very few excep- 
tions the Assemblymen were in full 
sympathy, insisting that the Governor and 
Mayor should form a portion of the com- 
mission in making the lease, especially as 
those two gentlemen, with Harbor Com- 
missioner Colnon, will not be likely to job 
the new railroad company in tha interMts 
of the Southern Pacific. 



COUNTY DIVISION. 



An Effort to Be Made to Pass 
A Law Governing It. 



Sacramf^o, March 8. — One more heroic 
attempt will be made to pass a general 
county division bill to supplement the con- 
stitutional amendment adopted at the last 
election. Senator Linder's bill was amended 
satisfactorily, it was claimed, to those who 
desired to form new eonnties and to those 
who were oppo.sed to their formation. 
Twenty -three votes in favor of the measure 
as amended were secured, but at tbe last 
moment they flopped and Under's bill was 
killed. 

(In the same evening that Senator Lin- 
der's bill %vas refused passage. Assembly- 
man Davis' measure, an identical instru- 
ment with the Senate bill originally intro- 
duced, was withdrawn from tbe special 
urgency tile, and it was given oat that no 
further attempt wonld be made to pass a 
general law. 

To-night this programme is all changed. 
A strong erfort will bo made to-morrow to 
have tbe division bill introduced by As- 
semblyman Davis re.= tored to the urgency 
file. If this is done amendments similar lo 
those engrafted on the Linder bill will be 
be offered and a fight for the passage of 
the bill made. 

"We have deflnitely decided to make one 
more effort to pass a general law in ac- 
' iirdance with the constitutional provision 
fi>r the division of counties," said Senator 
Liniier to-nigbt. "I do not know whether 
we shall succeed, but I have hope that w 
may. The people of the State declared by 
an emphatic majority that tliey desired ti 
take county division fights oat of the Leg- 
islature. It remains to be seen whether 
the legislators will respect the wishes o: 
those who sent them here to Bialw the 
lawsoftheStote."

An Effort to Be Made in the Senate 
to Kill the Objectlonabi* 
Feature. 



Sacbamesto, March 8.— It was pointed 
out some days ago in the Cam, that the 
dangerous stage of legislation had been 
reached. Legislators have become wearied 
and do not watch the bills with the care- 
fulness which characterized the early days 
of the session. 

This is the reason that the big joker in 
the county government Viill was not dis- 
covered until to-night. This joker is in 
the interest of the ' uunty assessors and 
particularly the Assessor of San Francisco. 
A provision is made that assessors shall 
retain for themselves 6 per cent of all tha 
personal property taxes. The aggregate 
would be many thousands of dollare in San 
Francisco. 

The first half of section 21.') of the county 
government bill relates to the office of 
Assessor and reads as follows : 

Tbe salaries and fees provided In this act 
shall be in full compensation for all services 
of every kind and description rendered by the 
officers herein named, either as oflirer-« or ex- 
olBce ofBcers, their deputies and a.^isistanin, 
unless in this act otherwise provided, and all 
deputies employed shall be paid by their prin- 
cipals out of the salaries hereinbefore provided, 
I»rovided. however, the .\>s( s.-or -buil (..^ en- 
titled to receive and retain f.'P Ui< ii'.i-o G 
per cent on personal property tax collected by 
blm, as authorized by section 3820 of tbe Poli- 
tical Code, ana 15 per cent of all amounts col- 
lected by blm for poll taxesand road poll taxes, 
and also $5 per 100 name* of persona returned 
by him as subject to military duty, as provided 
in section 1901 of tbe Political Code, and (be 
License Collectorsballbeentitled to secure and 
retain for his own use 10 per cent on all license 
eoliocted by him, except when otherwise pro- 
vided in this aet. 

This i>rovision seems very innocent when 
taken alone, as safeguards for San Fran- 
cisco exist in tbe code. Section 3820 of the 
code reads as follows: 

The AauHor must colleot the Saaes on aB 
personal property when In his oj^nion said 
taxes are not a lien upon real property, suffi- 
cient lo secure the payment of the taxes, pro- 
vided that In the city and county of tian Fran- 
cisco the Ttx Colleetor shall eoUeet such taass 
at any time after the assessment. 

This would seem an ample protection, 
bata tnllwas introduced by Senator Mo- 
Gowan which reads as follows: 

Section 1. An act entitled "An act inrelv 
tion to the assessment and collection of taxes 
upon personal properly In the city and coanty 
of San Francisco," approved March 18, 1874, 
is hereby repealed. 

Sec. 2. All counties and cities and counties of 
this State are hereby required to conform with 
the provisions of the Political Code in relation 
to the assessment, eqiialization, levy and col- 
lection of taxes on real and personal property 
for revenue purj>oses, and all laws now in 
force in relation to revenue are hereby made 
applicable to an each eotmtiesandeitlfkand 
counties. 

.*ec. 3. AU acts and parts of acts In conflict 
with this act are hereby repealed. 

Sec. 4. This act shall take effect immedi- 
ately. 

But this is not all. Assembly bill 982 
as amended in the Assembly March 1, 
lS9d, for which bill a special Assembly 
Committee on Bevenne Laws stands spon- 
sor, makes some important changes. Sec- 
tion 3820 which stands as the safegnakd of 
San Francisco is amended to read as fol- 
lows: 

Tbe Assessor must collect the taxes on all 
personal propcpy when, in his opinion, said 
taxesarenot alien upon real property sufll- 
cient to secure thu payment of the taxes; the 
taxes on all assessments of, possession of, claim 
to or right to the ponession of land shall be 
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iin:;;('d;Rto'.y due mul piiyable upon assessment 
an<i shftU be onllf^rird by the Assessor as pro- 
vided for in this chflia*''"- 

The provision "in this chapter" is a new 
Eoctinn, entitled section 3831, which XMds 
as follows: 

Within fifteen d»y« alter the fint Ifonday In 
Augufi oi unrh year the Andltorof the county, 
or elly snii r o'.in'y. must make a carefnl exam- 
Inali"!! of lb,' assessment book or books of the 
county, or cfty and county, and ascertain 
therefrom the amount or amounts of all taxes 
that should have been collected by the Assessor 
in pursuance of this chapter and whioh have 
not been cellected. He must then state an ac- 
oooat to the Assessor and demand from blm 
that tbe amount or amounti so reiralnlng un- 
collected shall be paid into the county treas- 
tiry within fifteen days from the date of said 
demand. 

The s-ection goes on to provide a remedy 
if the Assessor tloes not compi}'. And this 
bill passctl the Assembly, and is now on 
the si>ecial Assembly tile of the Senate with 
a favorable recommendation from the 
Committee on Revenue Laws and the Com- 
mittee on Judiciary. It was read for the 
first time to-day. . • , 

Sheriff Whelan's scheme to secure the 
repeal of the fee law, which Senator Fay 
succeeded in having passed, has a com- 
panion piece in this proposed act in the 
imeresl of the Assessor of the City and 
County of San Francisco. 

Senator Biggy discovered the situation 
of affairs.to-nigbt and will make a vigorous 
fight against the passage of th«M amended 
laws, which would convert the Aisessor's 
office into a personal mint, and be will 
have staunch sapport from Senator Fay. 

The discovery is the sensation in legisla- 
tive circles to-night. It is the talk of the 
San Franciaoo delegation. The county 
government bill comes up for final passage 
to-morrow. 

LEXOW BILL SIDETRACKED. 



The Assembly Refuses to Dis- 
cuss It as Urgent. 



8.^'■I:^ME^■T■l, March It became evi- 
dent this morning that the Assembly was 
weary of the continual taking up of its 
time by those intent upon reforming San 
Francisco by main strength. Judge Way- 
mire asked that the constitutional pro- 
vision in regard to the consideration of 
bills be suspended in order that his partic- 
ular Le.xow bill, which is buried 464 deep 
on the file, might be brought to the top ol 
the list, and passed on this afternoon at 
half-past 3. 

He immediately began to explain that 
he did not expect its final- passage, but 
hoped to amend the bill so that it would 
be satisfactory, and bepran reading an 
elaborate essay. As the AlauitJa Assem- 
blyman was clearly out of order, a half 
dozen members were on their feet object- 
ing. 

I<ater, t!ic House, at the request of the 
opponents of the bill, allowed him to take 
fifteen minutes more to finish the Judge's 
proposition. 

When Mr. Waymire had concluded, he 
moved that his bill be made the si>ecial 
order for H:30 o'clock to-morrow. This 
would reiniire a two-thirds vote of the 
House. Tlie roll was called and the pro- 
position co uld only rally thirty-live friend?. 
Among these there were but two San 
Franciscans. These were Isaac M. Merrill 
(R.) and Calvin Ewing (Pop.).

Candidates Who Would Like to 
Succeed Allen. 

Sackaxksto, March 8.— Who will suc- 
ceed Adjutant-Oeneral Allen? is the ques- 
tion that is causing a great amount of dis- 
cussion in military circles just now. The 
office carries with it a salary of $30<Xi a 
year, but the iiu uin'ueiit will necessarily 
have to spend a great portion of his time 
ill Sacramento. 

In connection with the appointment the 
name most frequently mentioned is that 
of Colonel J. J. Nnnan of the Stockton 
Mail. He is a personal friend of the Gover- 
nor, and as his partner's duties as Harbor- 
Commissioner will only call him to San 
Francisco once or twice a week, it is 
thought that Nunan could assist inmn- 
iiiiig his paper, and still fill Hi* position of 
Adjutant-General. 

Colonel Chalmers Scott of San Diego is 
also mentioned for the position. He is one 
of the best known military men in the 
southern part of the State and should he 
be appointed would make some radical 
changes in the administration of affairs in 
the National Guard. Colonel Scott served 
in the confederacy during the war. 

Colonel Park Henshaw, wlio ha,o his 
headquarters at Chico, is the (inly other 
name that has come up prominently. He 
is well known to the Governor and has a 
good fighting chance to win. 

As the majority of the appointments 
made by Mr. lludd have been bestowed 
upon men fr..m "the northern part of the 
State, the frien.ls of Colonel Chalmers 
Scott are conlident that he will, as a repre- 
sentative «f the southent counties, get the 
appointment. 

The fight is between these three can.li- 
dates, bo» Governor Budd says positively 
that be will not make a selection until 
after the Legislature adjourns. 

The PoUcr Commis»iou Hill Killed. 
Sacbamekto, March 8.— An attemi^ wa.s 
made to-night to reconsider the vote by 
which the bill reducing the term of office 
■ of the Police tiommiasioners was beaten 
yesterday. Ewing brought the matter for- 
ward.

It merely meant that 
the House wished to continoe Messrs. Al- 
vord and To bin in' office.

Saceamento, March g.— The battle for 
woman suffrage before the present Legisla- 
ture has been fought and lost. After get- 
ting an enactment extending the right of 
elective franchise to women safely through 
the Asseinlily it was killed to-day by an 
amemiiiuut by ijesfonl (l->.)of Xapa in- 
sertiu-; tlie word "male," and by thus spe- 
cifying the st.'.x of electors Iiuililyiu;' the 
bill so far as women voters are concerned. 

When the bill came up for a third lead- 
ing McGowan (R.) of Humboldt cham- 
pioned its passage. A large number of 
women were in attendance, and standing 
room in the lobby was at a premium. 
After a few speeches nesford's amendment 
was adopted by a vote of -2 ayes against l.i 
noes. 

McGowan promptly moved to reconsider. 
He expressed surprise at the action of the 
Republicans, and urged them to return to 
the path of duty. In the uameof Garfield, 
of Lincoln, and other great party leaders 
he asked wayward Republicans to return 
to the fold and obey the dictates of the 
party platform. In honor and conscience 
the Senators were bound to vote for the 
pending bill and against the amendment. 

Pedlar (K.) of I'resno spoke for the bill and 
Gesford and McAllister (D.) of Marin 
against it. Oesford called attention to the 
fact that McGowan, as chairman of the 
Judiciary Committee, had decided the bill 
to be unconstitutional. Gesford favored 
considering the matter by constitutional 
amendments rather than by enactment. 

Cleaves (R.I of Shasta favored passing 
the bill and li lting the Supreme Court set- 
tle its unconstitutionality. 

Karl (K.) of Alameda thought woman 
suffrage unwise, but said he would be 
bound by the dictates of his party so far 
as to vote for an amendment to the consti- 
tution, but he declined to vote for an un- 
constitutional bill. To do so, he felt, he 
would defeat the educational qualification 
demanded oy the popular vote at the last 
election. 

Simpson (R.) of Pasadena, .\ram (R.) of 
Yolo and Withington (R.) of San Diego 
took the ground that no unconstitutional 
bill should have their vote. 

Martin (D.) of Placer made a humorous 
talk, in the course of which he said no 
married man would favor suffrage for 
women. He hoped the vexed question 
was so dead it would never hear Gabriel's 
horn. 

Matthews (D.) of Los Angeles made a 
vigorous speech against the bill and then 
McOowan again took np the cudgel for the 
women in an eloquent speech. 

The Senate refused to reconsider the 
amendment by the following vote:

Pacramexto, March S — A stirring de- 
bate took place in the Senate this morning 
over the question of final adjournment. It 
was finally decided to put the matter over 
untill Monday. 

Senator Martin made his usual protest 
that the sixty days i outrmplated by the 
law had expired and thni it was time to go 
home. As the matter «t,-inils a rp'solution 
has passed the .Senate tn adjourn on 
Thursday next. This resolution may be 
reconsidered on Monday. 

The Assembly has taken no action. 
There is little prospect of an end of the 
session before Saturday, March 16. 

A wrangle followed Senator Ford's mo- 
tion to call the roll backward for the plac- 
ing of bills on the urgency tile, anil the 
whole subject w;is laid upon the table. 

The rei>ort of th'- conferenc'* oornniittee 
on the general approiirijui'jn lull ^\-;is 
passed. Senator Peawell protested against 
the treatment accorded the Mendocino 
insane asylnm, the appropriation for 
which was reduced from $180,000 to 
fi4r,,<xx). 

When the Governor's message was read 
advocating the coiisolidatiou of the man- 
agements of the various insane asylums 
under a single board, as jirovidcd for in 
Seymour's bill, Martin made one of 
his characteristic speeches. He favored an 
appropriation to provide cells at the 
asylums for most of tlie Senators and 
added that "In view of the Governor's 
message, our Democratic Governor have a 
cell by himself." 

"Senator Martin is excused for the rest 
of the session," dechired Senator Mc- 
fimvan, who occupied the chiiir, all uding 
to ilu- Se;iator's annouuceiucut that the 
sergeant ai-arraa could not keep him here. 

Mi'dowau's mutual insamnce bill was 

passed. 

San Francisco will get one building from 
the State. Biggy withdrew his bill from 
the special tile providing for a building 
for the Stiite oMices in San Fran- 
cisco, us tlie (iovernor intimated that 
he would sign one hill carrying an ai.pro- 
priation for a building in San Francisco, 
and the affiliated colleges had the execu- 
tive favor. There will be no new building 
provided for at Berkeley this session. 

Seawell's motion to reconsider the vote 
by which the bill tiling the hours of labor 
in logging camps was defeated was lo.st. 

Saniord's bill amending the Penal Code, 
prohibiting ahle-lxidied persons from hanrt- 
ing together and gaining subsistence by 
alms, and directed -against the "industrial 
army" movements, was passed. 

Tlie following bills were also passed: 
McGowan's bill authorizing the formation 
vi cotinty mutual insnranoe companies; 



requiring foreign insurance companies to 
make a deposit with the State Treasurer; 
anil amending public school laws. 

The consider.ation of the Governor's 
nie.S5age favoring a State Board of Chari- 
ties was made a special order for Monday. 

The report of the conference on appro- 
priations was adopted. 

THE ASSEMBLY. 



The Affiliated Colleges Appro- 
filiation Passed. 



Sachame.vto. March 8.— From the coun- 
try and the smaller cities, as well as San 
Francisco, comes the support for the bill 
allowing $250,000 for a building in San 
Francisco to accommodate the affiliated 
colleges. 

The roll was called and 51 ayes wen given 
and only 19 noes. Every San Franciscan 

whose vote was recorded was in favor of 
the iimiiosition. Just as the result was an- 
nounced Bettman of San Francisco an- 
nounced that he wanted to vote iio, but he 
was too late. , 

The bill appropriating $250,000 for new 
buildings at Berkeley then came up. It 
was announced that the $250,000 was 
really necessary, but that under the cir- 
cumstances the college would get along 
with only $')0,000. Some little opposition 
was evinced, but the hill was linally passed 
by a vote of 43 to 17. 

The new county government bill was 
passed this morning in the Asssembly 
without any discussion. It was at once 
transmitted to the Senate, where it was also 
hurried through. This disposes of one of 
the most important bills of the session. 

The report of the free conference com- 
mittee w.as also adopted, which puts the 
general appropriation bill in shape to get 
to the Governor. It is understood that it 
will receive rather harsh treatment there. 
The district and State fairs will be cut with 
especial severity. Instead of $236,000 being 
allowed for fairs, the gossip of the House 
has it that Governor Bndd will only allow 
$ll.s,aX), or just one-half. 

Brusie of Sacramento succeeded in hav- 
ing the vote recousidered by which the ap- 
propriation of llO.oi-Kj for the completion of 
the work of the Cmumissioner of Public 
Works had been defeated. 

I.augenour of Yolo explained that the 
money was absolutely necessary if tliat 
officer was to continue his work. He ex- 
plained that if the office was abolished, as 
was proposed by a bill now before the 
House, the $10,000 would remain in the 
treasury. On this showing the bill was 
passed by a vote of 4:; to 2;i. 

The Senate anieu Jraents to the hills fix- 
ing the fees of county oliii ers ami rel.itiug 
to water rights were concurred in, and the 
bills went to the Governor. 

When Eeid of Trinity called up the bill 
for the relief of insolvent debtors this 
afternoon he began in a personal vein at- 
tacking the gentlemen promoting the bill 
and questioning their motives. 

The chair tried to call Reid to order, but 
the member from Trinity continued. 
the Speaker pounded with his gavel Reid 
shouted that the bill was made only for 
the interests of the wholesale merchants 
of San Francisco. 

Cinkelspeil called shame upon Reid for 
basing his arguments upon religious prin- 
ciples, and Powers completed the arraign- 
ment of the Trinity lawyer. The motion 
to reconsider was lost by a vote of HO to 4-'. 

The bill to enlarge the scope of investi- 
gation of Grand Juries was passed to-niglit 
by a vote of 46 to 4. Bachman, Belshaw, 
Bennett, Boothby and Devine voted no. 
Boothby afterwards changed his vote and 
gave notice of intention to reconsider. 

The bill fixing the highest rate of in- 
terest at 10 per cent and reducing the rate 
of legal interest fnauTiier cent to li was 
defeated by a vote of ayes to :i2 noes. 



BOISTEROUS NIGHT SESSION. 



The Assembly Breaks Its Record 
IN That Line. 



Saceamexto, March 8. — For general dis- 
turbances to-night's session in the Assem- 
bly heat the record. 

Speaker Lynch's rulings were criticized 
and he grew angry. Clerk Duckworth's 
motives in his manner of calling the roll 
were questioned and be grew angry and 
talked back. The Assemblymen did every- 
thing but call each other names and the 
railroad was at the bottom of the whole 
row. 

The bill about which the trouble was 
raised was that limiting step-over privi- 
leges to what the railroad company might 
see fit to give.- An uproar arose almo-t 
before the clerk had ceased reading the 
bUl. 

The railroad men were tmder better gen- 
erals than their opponents, and before an 
amendment could be offered, the previous 
question that was, the third reading of the 
bill was demanded. The other side de- 
manded a call of the House. A roll call was 
taken on this and the motion lest. 

Then a vote was taken as to the previous 
question. The result was a clean-cut di- 
vision of the friends and the opponents of 
the Southern Pacifie Company. The 185 
men voting for the previous question were 
the men whose vote has gone with the 
railroad on almost every iastie. They 
were:

There were seven members absent, 
Messrs. Berry, Henlev, Hiil)er, Llewellyn, 
Tomblin, Twigg and Wilkins. 

Of these three are pronounced railroad 
men and a fourth is doubtful. 

When it was decidpd to read the bill a 
third time, Dodge introduced an amend- 
ment to change the sense of the bill. He 
had sent bis amendment forward, and was 
waiting to speak the question when 
Laugenour began to move for the previous 
question. 

The House was alive in a moment. 
Podge yelled at Laugenour, 'Go sit ilown. 
We have had enough gag law here," as he 
walked rapidly toward liini. Both men 
were angry and their strife increased the 
clamor around them. 

Dodge was prevented from saying more 
by the actions of his friends, while 
Laugenour's friends demanded that 
Dodge's words be taken down on the 
journal. 

The Iloupe quieted for a while, but soon 
was as liail as e-. . r. Dodge's ameiiiinient 
was carried, the railroad members voting 
for it. 

Belshaw moved to strike out the enact- 
ing cUnsQ of the biU. This was lost, Oay, 



Hall and Meads refn^g to vote for it. 
The bill was then sent to the printer and a 
session of mutual apologies ensued. 

PRISON COMMnTEES REPORT. 



A Suggestion That Convicts Do 
THE State Printing. 



Saobajcssto, March 8.— The Committee 
on State Prisons reported a novel proposi- 
tion yesterday. They advised that the 
prisoners at Folsom be taught the printer's 
trade; that the machinery of the State 
printing ollire be removed to the prison, 
and the great water-power be made use of 
to print the State textbooks, reports and 
other State works. 

After the conditions of the prison and 
the ralae of the water-power it oolttrolled 
had been commented upon, the report con- 
tinned : 

Billg have been before this committee asUhg 
that certain establishments of manufietnre be 
erected at Folsom and operated by convict 
laboc. Upon each we have seen fit to report 
unfavorably. We considered that It came in 
direct conflict with free labor and was against 
the best interests of the State. Yet we have 
this suggestion to offer which, though it may 
not meet with united approval, would without 
doubt be of great financial benefit to the State. 

Further on in the report we will suggest the 
Interchange of jirisoner-i between Folmm Hiid 
San Quentin with the object in view of placing 
the older and more hardened eriminaUac the 
latter place. Thin would increase the number 
of prisoners at Folsom. In order to give em- 
pli'v to these men, not only in the quarries, but 
at other occupations and endeavoring to make 
the.«e Instltations self-sustaining, we woold also 
suggest the removal of the State printing office 
to Kolsom. 

Hi;" could not he aecomi.lished at once. Vet 
ihejMHtter ( ouKl be given thought and atten- 
tion during tlic termof the coming Legislature, 
and approi.riaiiiina for the carrying out of this 
could be effected. 

This is a serious question of Interest to many, 
but when taken into conslderatton that only 
State printing is to be Issued from this office, 
such as the State series of schoolbooks, blanks, 
etc., now printed at SaeraTncnto. It v.nuld not 
Interfere with any like industry, and the ni:m 
her of men-given permanent euiployiuent are 
not sufficient to cause any seriuns ohjeciion by 
the typographical unions. 

One objection that mav arise wiuild be the 
printing required during the sessions of the 
Legislature, and that this printing eonld not 
tie done at Folsom owing to the distance, etc. 
While this may be true there is no doubt in 
our minds that contracts could be let once in 
two years (during sessions of the Legislature) 
for less money than it now costs tiie State. 

It has been con.sidcrably agitated that we 
should have a Governor's niansinn. This re- 
moval would obviate the e-tpenseof purchasing 
anew site, and as the building was formerly 
erected for that purpose there Is no doubt by 
reasonable exjirnditure the building could be 
I'Ut ill It- fMnm r i Miiditioii, til be made suit- 
able a^'uin as a ' -mv i-riior ^ ri'-iili-iice. 

Altera brief re-t;ii!i .■: the admirable or- 
der ill which the prison at Folsom is kept, 
the committee trefcrs to the alleged part- 
nership between Convict Bachman and 
Warden Aull as follows : 

In regard to charges made against Warden 
.\u!l by the newspapers in the Bachman case, 
we did not see fit to make any lnve5tlga|ion, as 
our time was limited and we were not fully 
prepared to handle the matter and we ihiuk it 
more proper to be treated by the pri.son Board 
of Directors. We w 111 slate. Iviw ever. In justice 
to Mr. Aull. thivt w e were >liin\ ii a sworn state- 
ment by l'ri>o;a r I'.achraan in which he com- 
pletely exonerates tlie Warden.

Dilatory Tactics to Avoid BrlnBTlng:

WA»HnfOTO!f, March 8.— The State and 
Treasury departments now have before 
them ;he queMion of retaliating against 
countries di^rriiniiiating against American 
meat and other products by levying 10 per 
cent additional duty upon goods imported 
bom Buch eountries. The act which grants 
this authority ia known as the "discrimina- 
ting flag law, " and provides that 10 per cen t 
additional tariff duty shall be levied and 
collected by the Secretary of the Treasury 
\ipon all goods imported ny vessels flyine 
tlip flag of tlip ( ouiitry which discriminates 
against American products. 

No i*residonrial ]'rorla:p-ation i** neccs- 
Sarj', but the Secretary of tlie Treasury has 
full power in his discretion whenever he 
is advised of discrimination on the part of 
any foreign nation. The law is mandatory 
that he s hall collect 10 per cent additional 
duty on gomis imported tindir the Hag of 
. that country. 

This law. ii is held, should in its intent 
be operative ai tiiis time against liermany, 
France, Belgium, the Netherlands and 
Beamark, but the Secretary of State hesi- 
tates to officially notify the Secretary of 
the Treasury of the discrimination, it is 
said that he has trouble in satisfying him- 
self that he can declare a discrimination, 
while the countries making it claim that it 
is merely a health regulation that our 
meats and livcsiijck art- exi'luded. 

This same plea was made by Germany 
against the American hog during Mr. 
Blaine's time until some commercial con- 
cession was made by this country in retom 
for the admission of hogs. Imniediately 
consideration of the health of his Majesty's 
subjects was then dismissed. 

The Secretary of Agriculture has in- 
formed the I'resident and Secretary of 
State that no diseased meats or livestock 
are shipped abroad from this country; 
that inspection here is more thorough and 
complete than any foreign Government 
has facilities for. and that meat which 
Germany, France, Belgium and Denmark 
pronounce infected is declared by our in- 
spectors at inland points of shipment, the 
port of embarkation and a foreign entry, 
to be perfectly free from disease. If this 
be true it is held that discrimination 
against this country is unqualified, and 
the Secretary of the Treasury should have 
no opinion in the matter, but should im- 
mediately enforce the flag Ian-. 

The question which seems to be bother- 
ing Mr. Oresham is whether he shall take 
the testimony of our own inspectors or the 
declaration of foreigners who are seeking 
an excuse for discrimination without in- 
volving a penalty. It is said that he is 
inclined to accept the technical pica of 
foreign Governments and take the ground 
that the exclusion of American products 
is not discrimination within the meaning 
of the law. and that any resentment by 
this c.juntry can come only thr.-'\i;,'h a 
proc.'auialion of retaliation under the act 
of 

It is predicted by students of our foreign 
commerce that discrimination against 
'American fresh meat and livestock, if not 
retaliated upon at once, will be followed 
rapidly by discrimination against one arti- 
cle after another nf American export, until 
nil American jiro'lucts will be e.\cluiled 
from tlie countji'^s of Euri>iie, except Eng- 
lan! ani [.issilily stria. Thus far 
Austria has occupied only a threatening 
attitude, and it is believed that she, like 
England, instead of joining in the tariff 
war against America, will be inclined to 
take advantage of it for her own commer- 
cial profit. The danger of the situation 
and tlie probability of a very serious tariff 
war between this country and all conti- 
nental Europe 's said to lie fully appre- 
ciated at the State Department. It is said 
that it will be with great reluctance that 
Mr. Cleveland and Mr. Oresham will take 
any steps looking to the exclusion or even 
restriction of foreign im}>ortations, both 
because the policy is to encourage impor- 
tations and because it is feared that if we 
attempt to retaliate it might precipitate a 
conflict with one or sever^ of the foreign 
powers.

WAamtOTOH, March 8.— Secretary Her- 
bert has issued a special circular prescrib- 
ing the manner of distribution of the ap- 
propriatiou of $25,000 made by Congress in 
the naval appropriation bill for the arm- 
ing and equlpjung of the naval militia. 

Five himdred dollars of the total will 
be retained to provi,ie books .if iustructi.,n 
for distribution and the remainder of the 
appropriation will be allotted to the States 
having national militia forces in proportion 
of petty officers and enlisted men returned 
from the States. One-half of the allotment 
due a Stete will be xetained in cases where 
the naval mflitia is not now property nni- 
formed. 

The (iovernors of Statrs are required to 
make their returns before the I.-,th of next 
Ajiril, certifying to ti:i' i.ir.iiiim of the 
various divisions of the militia and the 
number of commissioned and warrant 
oiBcers, petty officers and enlisted men in 
the aerviOB on April 1.

Washington, March 8.— In the Supreme 
Court of tliH I'nited Stales to-ilay Mr. Cuth- 
rie resumed his argument forthea(.|>ellants 
in the income tax cases. He di-cussed 
the hearing on the tilth aniendmi iit of the 
constitution upon the cases and also re- 
ferred to other constitutional provisions. 
Referring to the fifth constitutional amend- 
ment he said its provision that no person 
should be deprived of life, liberty or prop- 
erty without due process of law had been 
made for the jirdieciion oi the people 
acainst undue iiitrencbnieuts. He con- 
t' nded that an\' law which wiuild impose a 
tax on one class of peojilc and not another 
was in direct contradiction of this amend- 
ment. He then returned to the discussion 
of the question of taxation of corporations 
in a different way from which individuals 
were taxed and said this point was of tran- 
sccndant importance in the case, reassert- 
ing the property of any corporation was 
the property of the individuals compos- 
ing it. 

He asserted that if Congress was per- 
mitted to discriminate against corpora- 
tions as in the income law, it would 
virtually have the power to nnllify the 
right of States to create corporations. He 
closed with an appeal for equality in taxa- 
tion. 

Mr. Seward followed, also sjieaking on 
behalf of the appellants. He argued 
against the constitutionality of the in- 
come tax. He devotea himself to the dis- 
cussion of the question as to whether the 
tax was a direct tax, and argued that if it 
was it must, under provisions of the con- 
stitution, be apportioned according- to 
jK-ipulafion. 

Mr. Seward was dis^cussing the question 
of apportionment when the Chief Justice 
interrupted him with the question : "Sup- 
pose there should not be a sufficient 
amount arising from the taxation of in- 
come of over ^iOOO to meet the require- 
ments of a given State?" 

"It could be done," replied Mr. Scwaid, 
"on the basis of population, which is the 
only thing to be apportioned to." 

Assistant Attorney-General Whilney 
then presented the outlines of the (fovern- 
ment's case. He explained the difference 
between tne two cases from New York and 
the one arising in the dutrict, saying that 
in the Moore case the effort has been to 
secure an injunction against the collection 
of the tax, while in the other two cases the 
effort had been made to enjoin the pay- 
ment of the ta.\, the lirst being an action 
against the Commissioner of Internal 
revenue and the two others against tru.st 
companies of which the appellants were 
stockholders. Mr. Moore, he said, a rich 
man who. possessed an income exceeding 
$200,000 a year, did not claim to have any 
property that could not he reached as a 
lien for the collection of the tax. 

Mr. Moore had declared that this law 
could not apply to an unconstitutional 
tax, but the court hail held that an un- 
constitutional tax was still a ta.t. 

"How can Congress make a law compell- 
ing a man to do a thing which the consti- 
tution says he cannot?" asked Justice 
Field . But at the snggestion of Chief Jus- 
tice Fuller that fnrther discussion of the 
point was unnecessary Mr. Whitney did 
not attempt to reply and passed on to the 
Pollock case. 

Mr. Whitney had not concluded when 
the court at 4 o'clock adjourned until Mon- 
day at 2 o'clock, when, after .Mr. Whitney 
concludes, ex-Senator Edmunds will be 
he.ard in the case, and he in turn will be 
followed by Attomey-Oenerai Olney.

Uncle Sam Has Plenty of Money 
to Pay All the 'Appro- 
priations. 



Washikgton, March 8.— Assistant Secre- 
tary Curtis to-day made the following 

statement : 

In view of certain statements in the news- 
papers that the treasury officials are embar- 
rassed by an allied failure in gold deliveries 
nnder the recent contract and other assertions 
of a similar nature calculateil to nii-l<-afl au-l 
disturb the public mind I w ish to so.v that the 
actual withdrawals of gold from the treusurr 
since the Isl of March, 1895, have been 
$355,847, of which $281,087 has been tor the 
redemt>tion of United States treasury notes 
anil !jiT4.'J(iO for the redemption of United 
States notes, and divided among the cities of 
New York, Boston, Philadelphia, Baltimore, 
8an Francisco, St. Louis and Chicago. These 
are no more than the ordinary withdrawals 
wliich ill the past have usually taken place at 
ilii'- seiison of the year. Moreover, during the 
same i i riud the trSastiry has received con- 
si>l< nii>ie Kold coin In exchange for various 
kinds paper currency. 

The appiirent lalling off in the sold reserve 
was cau>c-<l hy a luisunderstandinK in the gold 
reserve statement, made upfrom the statement 
sent from New York, wiiich should not have 
been included in the gold reserve until the 
final certificates of deposit upon which bonds 
could be issued were delivered. The February 
figures quoted In some of the newspapers as 
withdrawn include the heavy withdrawals of 
the earlier jMirt of the month before the gold 
purchase contract was made, and one single 
largo item not withdrawn for export, concern- 
ing which there has been con^i'lerable news- 
paper coranicnt. 

The treasury officials who are charged with 
the responsibility of these transactions have no 
anxiety whatever In regard to the method 
which is and has been pursued by the sellers of 
the gold coin under the recent contract. They 
are satisfied to contemplate the fact that for 
five weeks the wiCbdrawals of gold coin have 
not exceeded the normal amount, with the ex- 
ception of the instance quoted above, and that 
exports of liold would ever have heen made 
during that time. Tlie fact is that fully 
$9,000,0001n gold has already been deposited 
on the foreign account In excess of the con- 
tract reriulrenienls. 

In regard to the excess of <.:overnment ex- 
penditures over receipts, it is well known the 
latter are rapidly Increasing, and that up to 
this time nothing has been received from the 
Income tax and very little from sugar duty, 
both of which will be great sources of revenue 
in the future. 

There is plenty of money In the treasury to 
pay the appropriations and the statement in 
some articles, that if the treasury had the 
money the passage of the enormous appropria- 
tions would lead to immedtate disbursement of 
immense .-ums of money, is totally untrue. 
There is a question oi law as to when the a{>- 
proprlatlon lor the payment of sugar bounty 
becomes available, and until that question Is 
settled It will be impossible to make any pay- 
ment. Moreover, the claims for bounty must 
be adjusted before paynu'nt, since payment 
must be made pro rata if the appropriation Is 
insulBclent. 

The total available cash In the treasury to- 
day amounts to iP83,371 ,4!t.5 over and above 
the *lii<i,<)(io,000 allowed to cover the gold re- 
serve, which is $89,745,594 11. The treasury 
ofBcials have no anxiety as to their ability to 
meet all obligations In the immediate future 
with ease, and are confident the expected re- 
vival of business will assure the future.

The principal 
and interest collected from other loans 
previously sold by the corporation, it is 
said, have been used in the payment of 
favored investors, who are now buying the 
loans of the corporation. 

The stockholders hare organized other 
companies, bought real estate with the 
money of the corporation and made loans 
upon the land greatly in excess of its value. 
If the entire assets of the corporation were 
.sold they would not pay over 10 i>er cent 
of said loans, the petition says. 

The entire capital stock of the corpora- 
tion has been attached, except three sh, ires 
belonging to Aldrich, who denies tht im- 
portant allegations in the complaint.

DEMOHETIZmOH IS A CEIME. 



Report of the Majority of the Con- 
trresslonsd Com mitteel Appointed 
to Investigate. 



Washington. March 8.,— The majority of 
the special committee of the House ap- 
pointed to inquire into the causes of the 
prevailing agricultural depression has pre- 
pared a report, in which it says: 

It is unnecessary for the committee to enter 

into or dwell upon the fact that agriculture is 
depressed in every branch of this most im- 
portant industry ; that the values of land and 
farm, unless ■urtounded by exceptionally rare 
conditions, have depreciated steadily as the 
purchasing power of the dollar has increased. 
But while the values of the property owned by 
the American farmers have decreased in thirty 
years from nearly one-half of the total wealth 
in 1860 to less than one-fourth in 1890, ot 
which 30 per cent is now under mortgages, 
ta.xes have steaililv increased and debts uow 
rei^uire foiir times the labor to he-paid than 
was then re<iuired. The purchasing capacity 
of the dollar to secure the farmer's land and 
his produce has Increased fourfold, while the 
power to pay his taxes and debts has remained 
at a standstill. 

In 1B73 wheat sold from $155 to $2 25 a 
bushel (according to Spofford's Almanac) in 
New York. In 1894 ft sold at 50 cents.

the coiuniittee says: 

Cla>s legislation ot the worst character en- 
cumbers the statute-books and has )>een car- 
ried on to the detriment of sgrtcnltureand Its 

dependent industries for thirty years, cnlmin- 

aiing in the crime of the age, the demonetiza- 
tion of silver in l«7;i. 

The deniouetizaiion of silver was a bold 
stroke in the interest of capital that has re- 
duced the vsluc of every product in the world. 
This is conclusively proven by the fact that 
ju.^i as silver has depreciated in like projiortion 
have all other values fallen in the scale. Silver 
bullion to-ilav has the capacity to purchase as 
miich wheat, cotton, pork, corn and lard and 
every other eommndity that it ever had. there- 
fore the depreciation of ilic white metal siinjily 
means the depreciation of every article under 
the sun with one single exception, the gold of 
Shylock. 

The tariir system of taxation is not only un 
equal, but. as for the past thirty years adminis- 
tered fn this country, ismost unjust to the con- 
sumer, and has built up trusts, combines and 
gigantic corporations that have not only 
amassed great wealth at the expense of the 
people, but who have assumed to control and 
direct legislation so as to perpetuate their 
power ami gratify their greed. The tariff bears 
with undue weignt upon the producer of agri- 
cultural staples, as It forces him not only to 
buy in the dearest market, bat to sell in open 
competttlon with the world's lowest prices. 
The aprieultural depression is still furtlier 
aiigineiaed by iiie sale of futures on our stock 
exehangcs, where the grain gamblers grow 
rich by farming the telegraph wires and sell- 
ing udnd while the honest and Industrious 
toilers on the prairies reap the whirlwind. 
Food adulterations add millh^ns annually to 
the farmer's losses and compel him to meet in 
compeiition the thief. To these might be added 
other causes, but the principal ones to which 
agricultural depression and stagnation in trade 
is due have been cited. 

The remedy lies in remedial legislation, and 
until that is secured relief will not come per- 
iranently. To secure relief we suggest: 

First— 'That silver should be remonetized at 
the ratio of Iti to 1. 

Second— That so long as the present unjust 
ar. l n:ii qiial system of protection continues 
iit;ric;i',inre should receive Its Just propor- 
tion, and as this cannot he secured by a pro- 
tective tariff that a bounty on exported agri- 
cnlmral staples should be allowed, similar to 
that on tlsh In 1813, and for which John C. 
Calhoun voted. 

Third— The gatabling in futures should be 
prevented by law. 

Fourth— That a national pure-food law should 
be enacted.

The fact that the su^ar market has been in 
better condition during the past two davs 
seems to bear out the statement thatthwe 
will be no fnrther clash between the trust 
and the independent operators. 



WASRnieTOH, Harch 8.-^When Congress 
failed to provide for building the Hawaiian 

cable, it by no means ended the question. 
On the contrary, it has brought forward a 
project of international importance by 
which Russia. France, .lapan and Hawaii 
will join in an American enterprise for 
laying a ciblo from the United Htates to 
Hawaii, and thence to Japan, with branch 
cables to the French islands an<l extensive 
naval stations in the South Pacific. The 
negotiations with these Governments has 
proceeded quietly, but with such satis- 
factory results that they are well along 
toward completion. A number of confer- 
ences have been held with the officials of 
the Japanese legation here, and several 
phases of the subject arc now under nego- 
tiation between Tokio and Washington. 
Mini8ter''fcarino is much interested in the 
project. It is pfobable five or six of the 
most influential and wealthy Japanese 
merchants w ill be named among the incor- 
porators. 

France has niso heen interested, and in 
the course of ih.. iic.iOtiations she has 
made a suggestion to Hawaii to the effect 
that French interests will be better sub- 
served by having the cable go via the 
United States instead of Vancouver, which 
would be controlled by Great Britain. The 
chief interest of France is in securing cable 
connections with Tahiti and her other Pa- 
cific possessions and with her naval ren- 
dezvous, which ia now out off from com- 
munication. 

Russia's interests in the project are re- 
garded as even more important than those 
of Japan or France. Russia's cable com- 
munication with the Western Hemisphere 
is now eastward through London or Paris, 
and this filtering of all her news and offi- 
cial messages through London in particu- 
lar has long been a source of irritation. 

The Russian imperial family already 
have a cable from Vladivostock, the east- 
erly point of Siberia, to Japan, so the new 



line would give Russia through cable com- 
munication eastward instead of through 
London or Paris. The military and 
strategic importance of this is very great, j 
for should Russia be arrayed against the 
triple alliance she could not communicate 
eastward to the outer world, but could 
always maintain communication eastward 
to the United States and to France. 

Hawaii is also interested in the enter- 
prise, as she regards itas a practical realiza- 
tion of her efforts to communicate with 
the outer world. 

STRIKE OF THi: MIXERS, 

XUtIa Chanee of a Upeeily Settlement of 
the Wage Question. 

PiTTSBUKG, March 8. — The miners are 
holding out for the 60-cent rate and reject 
all compromises. About 1000 men have 
been granted the demands and are at 
work at the few mines running to supply 
the local demand. It is estimated that of 
over lUOW miners in the district -totn) re- 
fused to join the strike and arc working at 
55 cents :i ton less. \ dispatch from Clarks- 
burg, W. Va., Slates that the Pittsburg 
district official* are trying to get the 
miners there to quit work and thus cut off 
all supplies. 

As was predicted last night, the Bobbins 
Company miners in the first pool quit 
work to-day, although thev were under 
contract, and will likelv lose the ten 
per cent in wages held tack by the com- 
pany according to the agreement. The de- 
fections yesterday and to-day demonstrate 
that a working combination among the 
operators will be difficult to effect.

Philadelfria, March 8.— A letter re- 
ceived in this city from Charles Jonee, 
steward of the missing American bark 

Portland Lloyd, which left Junin for >'ew 
York on February 4, conveys the startling 
information that the vessel was wrecked 
during a desperate mutiny on bo.ir 1 in 
which the captain and mo'-t of his crew 
were killed. Shortly after the bark left 
Junin with a valuable cargo of nitrate it 
was reported she had struck on a rock at 
the entrance to the bay of Junin and all 
hands were drowned. 

Jones' letter declares that the affair waa 
a planned attempt by the reTolutionaijr 
party in Pern to seize the vessel's cargo tot 
use against the Government. 

The captain was krM' ked down with a 
handspike, the chief mate was shot dead 
and two sailors stabbed. The men at the 
wheel, seeing that they were at the ntercy 
of a set of desperate men, purposely steeMd 
the bark on to the rocks. 

The steward and A. B. JelluHOn, » 
seaman, were the only ones of the Ameri- 
can crew saved. They endured mat hard- 
ships and had to lie concealed for soma 
days before they could escape the ruffians. 
The leader of the mutineers is said to be 
(jonzales de Pictro, a notorious character 
who had shipned as a seaman on the Port- 
land Lloyd and iiad a gang of cutthroats 
concealecl on boara. It is believed most oi 
these men perished in the wreck.

What Their Plain Duty

MissEAPoiis, Match 8.— "In two hoars I 
will be a free man." 

Thus said Harry Hayward to-day, and 
in less than three hours a jury of his peers 
pave the lie to his words, and placed its 
seal upon the word "uuiUy." 

With the same immovable stoliility witli 
which he hr.s wati hed the trial of his cape, 
the iri^oner rrciMved the verdict of the 
jury. 1 here was not a shadow of a change 
in color, not the relaxation of a single 
moacle, no Ttsible collapse or sijni of any 
emotion; ever the same cynical and sneer- 
ing indifference. According to the 
statutes of the State of Minnesota, only 
one fate can await Harry Hayward— to be 
hanged by the m rk until he is dead. 
Neither the jury nor ihe Judge could alter 
the sentence, no matter how strongly in- 
clined they might be toward leniency. 
For murder in the first degree the law pro- 
vides only one penalty. Judge and jury 
alike an bat the agents of the State for the 
execution of that law. 

At the request of counsel for the defense, 
the pronouncing of the .ccnt.^rce was de- 
ferred until next Monday v.i r.iinir, but 
the verdict of the jurj- has m:. Jc the sen- 
tence of Harry Hayward as certain as 
though the Judge bad already an- 
nonnced it. 

Tb« jurymen looked stem and sad, and 
Hayward knew his fate befoM • word was 
spoken. No spectators were admitted. 
The only persons present when the ver- 
dict was handed in were police officers, 
two Sheriffs, Deputy ^lieri-r^ and report- 
ers, besides the .1,. a: i the c!erks. 
Outside, a bowling, a:ix.oU5 mob awaited 
the news, and awaited it with gbonlish im- 
patience. 

When Judge Smith arrived he issued 
strict orders to admit no o;;e, and in- 
junction was reliriou^ly observf d. Kobler, 
the County Clerk, asked in a tri.aiuloU3 
Vdicr whether l!ie jury had agreed upon a 
verdict, and Xeil McXeil, the foreman, 
stood up. His face was ghastly in its color 
and there was not a man an the jury un- 
affected by the intense gravity of the situa- 
tion. Timberlake's dark eyes shone like 
sloes from his ashen visag*. and even the 
farmer members were visibly horrified 
with the stern duty devolving on them. 

■•We have agreed," said McXeil in a 
voice that was scarcely audible, and a 
folded piece of paper that meant life or 
death to the aecosed was handed to the 
clerk. 

Judge Smith kwked over the document 
first and returned it to Deputy Clerk 
Kobler. 

••We, the jury, find the prisoner gtillty," 
he read. Every eye was turned toward the 
condemned man. There was nothing in 
his face to indicate that he had heard a 
word of it. He llirew his head back as the 
word ""guilty" was pronounced, but it was 
only to adjust bis collar-band. He did not 
change color by a single shade. Twice he 
coughed— that strange, bard, metallic 
cough that has t>een heard so often in the 
last few weeks. Then looking arotmd at 
the crowd he raised his eyebrows inquir- 
inply as though to ask. "What next '" 

I'unr.:; the polling of the jury lii> lis- 
tened with evident interest to the answers, 
tnough what they might be could sisjiiiiy 
nothing to him. Tlie expression on his 
face was one of indignation rather than 
any other sentiment. 

Judge Smith then Toiced his thanks to 
the jury for their labors in connection with 
the case. When the court announced that 
se:ji( I), f would be deferred tintil Monday 
morning Hayward was evidently pleased. 
He expressed the opinion while being re- 
moved from the courtroom that the ver- 
dict was an outrage and that he waa a long 
way from the hangman yet. 

Albert Hall, the Assistant Cotinty Attor- 
ney, received the verdict in a manner that 
said as plainly as words, "I knew it." 
When he arose to move an immediate sen- 
tence, Hayward half laughed and then 
glowered at the .'-tate's lawyer in an en- 
raged manner. He feels a keen dislike for 
Hall on account of certain early indict- i 
Bents in the case, and has lost no oppor- 
tunity to make this plain. 

At 2:45 r. K. Hayward was taken down- 
stairs atkd led back to jail under a strong 
police guard. In the belief that tronble 
might occur if the verdict exonerated Hay- 
ward, a force <if determined officers had 
been detailed to duty at the courtroom and 
vicinity. An immense crowd awaited the 
prisoner's cbming. He grinned at the mob 
as it ptished forward over tne pavement 
toward him, and It is doubtful whether 
Harry Hayward wo :! i have regretted an 
opportunity to td.x matters with some of 
the noisiest Ue was taken acioas -ihe 
street on a dog trot with thc|yellinK multi- 
tude at his heels. 

•'(iood-by. Harry, old boy," cried one of 
the men at the top of his voice. "You're a 
dead duck." 

"Not yet," said Hayward loud enough 
to be heard in a radius of twenty leet. 
"Not quite a dead duck yet." 

Matters looked threatening for a time. 
The othoers massed around their prisoner 
determinedly, and there would have been 
serious trouble had any effort l>een made 
to attack. The entrance to the jail was at 
last reached, and a aide dodsre s. nt a dozen 
members of the crowd (lying in different 
directions. Whatever the demonstration 
anay have meant it resulted in nothing. 
Hayward was safely lodged in his cell. 

In the courtrooni, after the jurors were 
discharged, dozens of friends crowded 
around the men and there was an old- 
fashioned reunion. No rt«triction re- 
mained on the jury an.l they were willing 
to tell about their deliberations from the 
moment of retiring. It was learned that 
on the first vote taken a unanimous verdict 
of guilty was reached. This vote was not 
taken until after dinner. There was not a 
shadow of dispute as to what the verdict 
should be. It took hot a moment to dear 
the courtroom. 

^fter announcing that sentence would 
be deferred I. n!il Monday morning Judge 
Bmiih left -Jir ■•I-'.,, h. Ti:e jurymen were 
conducted to the clerk's office where they 
were i>aid there fees for seven weeks' aer> 



vice and then returned to the hotel. Sam- 
uel Dyer, whose illness came near com- 
pelling a new trial in the case, will not be 
taken home until to-morrow morning. 
During the last f<>w days he had taken a 
turn for the better and his condition is not 
as serious as it was thought it would be. 
On the advice of his physicians, however, 
he 'Will be compelled to remain in bed fox 
at least a month. 

At the request of the attorneys for the 
defense none of the prisoner's relatives 
were in the room when the verdict was 
read. Mr. and Mrs. Hayward, the pris- 
oner's parents, were prostrated at the end 
of the morning session. All through the 
progress of the case they have stood the 
strain well, bat the nearness of the end 
was too much for them to contemplate. 
Adrj- Hayward has not been in court for 
the last week. He has been at 'various 
places in the city, still in the company of 
a Deputy Sheriff, but he avoided the 
vicinity of the courtroom. 

For two hours aft^ r the verdict had been 
announced a crowd of people remained 
discussing the case on the sidewalks and in 
the roads about the conrthonse and jail. 
The nnanimoas opinion seemed to be that 
the verdict was a just one and that troth 
had prevailed. 

It is understood that the indisposition of 
Mr. Erwin is really serious. After the 
close of his address this morning he col- 
lapsed, and for two hours was almost un- 
able to see.

Hayward made a motion as 
though he would intercept the boy, but he 
was not quick enough; the news had sped. 
In an incredible short space of time, almost 
a matter of seconds after the result was 
annoimced, a wild yell from the street told 
that it was already the property of the 
multitude. 

Among the people congregated ontside 
the courthouse were several hundred 
women, and the feeling among them 
seemed to be fully as hostile as that of the 
men. 

To illustrate the consummate nerve and 
nonchalance of the accused, after he had 
been taken to the jail, following the retire- 
ment of the jury, he turned to Siries, one 
of the officers, with the remark: "Let's 
iday a game of cards on the result," to 
which the reply was made by one of the 
deputies: "I'll come in there and play, 
Harry, if you'll promise not to notice me."

Closing Scenes in Court Before the Jury 
Setired. 

MntszAFous, March 8. — Court opened an 
hour earlier than tisoal to-day to give Mr. 
Erwin time to close his argument for the 

defense in the Hayward case, which had 
al.-cady lasted two days. Erwin began by 
pointing out that the loan Harry Hayward 
had made to Miss Giug had not been at- 
tacked in the evidence except by the word 
of Clans Blixt. The validity of this loan 
was the citadel of the defense. It was 
evident that had the police machine 
been properly set in motion the mystery 
surrounding Miss Oing's behavior would 
have been solved and in a manner consist- 
ent with the noble character of the girl. 
At the s:!me iime it would have n iit-ved 
this "inncent man from the cliuin under 
which he now rests." 

Erwin then devoted himself to the alibi 
and claimed that all of Harry's time when 
he was involved by Bliit's testimony had 
been satisfactorily accounted for. In clos- 
ing he said this was the most monstrous 
persecution in history, and continued: 

•'If you are, in ob»-dieiire to the pressure 
brought on you, to tear down all the rules 
of law; if fanaticism and the monstrosity 
of this alliance between the perjurer and 
the murderer are to mfluence you, then 
tell your artisans to remove from all our 
domes the stattie of Justice. Tell them to 
put in her place a figure of the Hag of Hell. 
Take down your flag, the flag of your r^'- 
public. the red and white and blue. Tul.e 
it down, the old flag of freedom, and bid 
yourolficers rear in its place that polished, 
black face of hellish perjury. You, gentle- 
men of the jury, yoa are in the hands of 
God ; no power can mar or overthrow your 
verdict. Beware that you do not betray 
the conscience of the nation."

He de- 
i 1 liiat liir vcrdii't niii^t be guilty as

was guilty it was premeditated. The Judge 
intimated that there could be no verdict of 
guilty less than murder in the tirs t degree. 
He then explained the reasonable doubt 
theory at great length. He continued : 

"To what extent the defense has dis- 
credited Blixt's testimony is for you gentle- 
men to say. They say his testimony waa 
conflictins;, and you have a right to take 
into consideration the condition of Blixt's 
mind that night. It is necessary for you 
to be satisfied that Blixt killed Miss Ging. 
Second, that Hayward incited the crime. 

"If, when you retire, you are satisfied 
that Blixt killed the girl you may pro- 
ceed; if not, do not consider the verdict 
further. But if Harry did incite, as 
charged, your verdict will be guilty. The 
State is not relying on circumstantial evi- 
dence, hut has the positive testimony-of 
Blixt that he killed Miss Ging, and the 
positive statement of Adry Hayward a few 
days before the murder that Harry said he 
was going to kill her. This testimony is 
also sapported, as it must be, by much 
circumstantial eWdenoe. You must decide 
how far this evidence is worthy of credence 
and bow far it is corroborative. The testi- 
mony of an accomplice most be accepted 
with extreme care."

CiKcixNATi, March 9.— Dead; David Al- 
drich, Rome, N. Y.; J. M. Garter, New- 
port, Ky.. clerk ; Augustus Chauvot, New 
Orleans, barkeeper; James Miller, Cincin- 
nati, colored j'orter; unknown young 
woman; W. J. AuU, Dayton, Ohio, body 
recovered and at the morgue; Mrs. W. .T. 
AuU, Dayton, Ohio, certainly lost, body 
not recovered. 

This is the death list so far as known 
from to-day's river disaster, in which the 
magnificent New Orleans steamer Long- 
fellow was crushed on a bridge pier and 
sunk in less than five minutes. 

Unfortunately the complete list may 
never be known. All the records of the 
steamer were lost with it and no passenger 
list is ever left ashore. For hours there 
were rumors of the loss of an invalid young 
woman from Xew Y^ork, accompanied by a 
female physician, but the constant asser- 
tion of the officers of the steamer that all 
the passengers were rescaed except Mr. 
Aid rich and the statement of passengers 
that there was no panic or wild rushing 
for safety led to the hope that the rumor 
was groundless. 

Later in the afternoon, in a portion of 
tlie wreckage which had been laiuh il some 
distance below the city, the body of a 
young woman was found. She was wear- 
ing a satin night dress and a black skirt 
was about her form as if she had been in 
the act of dressing. A small satchel was 
in her hand, but it contained nothing to 
identify her. 

The accident was one of peculiar horror. 
It was daylight, the fog had disappeared, 
and the great steamer, fearful of the peril 
of passing the bridge piers, had been.given 
the assistance of the powerful tow boat 
Hercules Carroll. 'When almost upon the 
pier the pilot fonnd himself confronted 
with an alarming condition. 

The powerful cross-currents, which no 
human foresight could have located, caught 
the long steamer like a toy and turned the 
boat away from the cottrse he had given it. 
At the same time the smoke from the 
lower chimneys, which had been let down 
to allow the boat to pass under the bridges, 
was wholly obscuring the vision. 

The Herctiles Carroll's pilot, being 
located almost behind the great steamer, 
was also unable to see the boat's position, 
and more likely it was not strong enough 
to turn its course against the treacherous 
current. 

And so the fated Ixjngfellow was carried 
like a helpless thing against the pier and 
crushed into a wreck. So quick was the 
work of destruction that in five minutes 
not a vestige of the steamer was visible ex- 
cept bits of the wreckage. The carpenter 
had time to go into the hold with a lan- 
tern, whence he hurriedly returned with 
the report that nothing rould save the 
Longfellow from immediate sinking.

The members of the Iroquois Club who 
met last night to discuss the provisions of 
the new charter found they had mapped 
out entirely too much work lor one evening, 
and adjourned after considering article II 
of that document, which relates to the 
legislative department of the city govern- 
ment. A brief synopsis by A. D. Lemon 
presented concisely the subject-matter of 
the article. 

Mr. T.einon thought that the advantages 
to be gained from article U alone were suffi- 
cient to justify the people in accepting the 
charter even tliough It might be objection- 
able in some other particulars. The pre- 
vention of the grant of an exclusive fran- 
chise on any of the streets would cut off 
the pipwer of any monopoly to own the 
city. The curse of the municipality had 
been a greedy monopoly whose grasp upon 
the city it had been impossible to break. 

If tne city should own its own water 
works it would benefit as had Eafstern 
cities such as Baltimore and Cleveland, 
where tlie water rate for service for which 
San Franciscans pay $2 was only 00 cents. 

A. D. Meiisegaes "oi)posed the charter. 
It had many novel features, most of which 
were goo<i, but many of tlu ai wi re already 
covered by the S^tatf law. If any change 
was advisable, such as the i ri vciiLion of 
exclusive franchises, it could be covered by 
a general law to be passed by t he Legisla- 
ture. The good points of the charter were 
expected to cover its many infamies, as 
the suL'ar coating makes maiiv a bitter pill 
pnlat;;!'N'. 

The retereiice to the Legislature brought 
M. M. Foote to his feet in an instant. ' I 
know the California I^egislature," he said, 
"and hell cannot improve on it. If you do 
not do something now you might as well 
go to the devil as to the Legislature for re- 
lief. 

"What has the L'.gislatdredone? Tassed 
a bill to prevent worthless men from smok- 
ing cigarettes, forbidden ladies to wear 
hats at the theau-r, and attempted to pass 
a bill prohibiting men from tampering 
with hi'i>s' r.m!' r'.vi-ur ! If there is any- 
thiiur i'omnieiulai'h' in this charter let ns 
havt. it. 1 ! ih ii , '«iii ,1- but forUod'ssake 
do not go \'i li:f l.egi-l.iiure!" 

Wesley lieed opposed invoking legisla- 
tive interference. The great principle of 
Democracy was home nile, and the great 
evils from which ihe t-ify now suffers were 
the result of legislative interference in 
municipal matters. Ihe new charter was 
the best ever proposed. It waa directly iu 
line with munici] al reform all over the 
I'nited States, and was the nearest ap- 
j. roach to the Hn. klyn charter ever sub- 
mitted to the people .'.f any city In Califor- 
nia. The section under discussion was 
a!)solutelv flawless, for its provisions coin- 
cided with the Jeffersonian idea of what a 
legislative body should properly be. 

Mr. Meisegaes retorted that the new 
charter made of the Mayor a boss of the 
old Tweed type. 

Patrick Lynch took up the cudgels in 
defense of the charter. He favored water 
works owned by the city. The present 
charter was valueless and he wanted a new 
one. Under existing conditions we W( re 
ruled by a man who was a Police Commis- 
sioner yesterday and a political boss to- 
day, and an aii-tiowt rful Mayor would be 
no worse at any rate. 

The discussion of the advisability of en- 
dowing the Mayor with such great power 
as is proposed by the new charter wilfcome 
np neitg riday.

ABOUT TIDAL WAVES. 

A Klver Can I'loduce Theiii as Well an 
Ocean at Times. 

"Apropos of the Atlantic tidal wave of 
last Friday," said an ancient mariner, ''an 
acooiut of one nearer home might be of 
interest at this time. It isn't necessary to 
have an ocean of water to produce one of 
these waves by long odds. Old Lake 
Michigan could get up a [ rime article in 
that line and show L hicago a few things 
heretofore uiit bought of. 

"All that Would be necessary would be 
an earthquake in the lake, and then there 
would be from six to ten feet of water here 
in no time. The story that I started to 
tell you has an earthquake as the prime 
cause, a tidal wave as an immediate effect, 
and a ruined town as the result. 
■"New Madrid, Mo 

/Great Shake,' as it was called, in the vi ar 
IKll. The whole Mississippi A'alley v,a- 
uffected. The center of violence was at 
Little Prairie, near New Madrid. The 
vibrations were felt over the Ohio 'Valley 
as high up as Pittsburg. New Madrid 
suffered more than any other town on the 
Missi^s:pl>i. 

".Vt that time Iiniians wore dangerous, 
and the ]'cr.-.^ii;s eiigai.'cd in carrying prod- 
uce in boats to New Orleans kept in com- 
panv for mutual defense. In the middle 
of the night of December 16 there was a 
terrible shock and jarring of the boats so 
that the crews were all awakeneil and hur- 
ried on deck, thinking of an Indian at- 
tack. The noise ana commotion were 
dreadful, but soon stopped. 

"In the morning loud roaring and hissing 
were heard, and there was a tremendous 
boiling up of the waters of this Mississippi 
in huge swells, tossing the boats about so 
violently that the ttieii were thrown about 
on the decks. The water of the river 
changed to a reddish hue, then became 
black with mud thrown up from the 
bottom, while the surface, lashed I'V the 
agitation of the earth hencaili. wus cov- 
ered with foam, which, •rathcrinj; into 
masses the size of the barrel, tloatedTulong 
on the trembling surface. 

"The earth opened in wide fissures, and 
closing again threw the water, sand and 
mud in huge jets higher than the tops of 
the trees. The atmosphere was filled with 
a thick vapor of gas. At New Madrid sev- 
eral boats were carried by the great waves 
on to the bank of the river just above the 
town, and were left high and dry a con- 
siderable distance from the water. 

"Many boats were wrecked on the snags, 
while others were sunk on or stranded on 
the sand bars and islands. The scene f'tr 
several days during the repeated shocks 
were horrible. The sulphurated gases 
discharged tainted the air. with noziooa 
elHuvia and so strongly impregnated the 
water of the river for 150 miles helow that 
it could hardly be used for any pnrpos^ for 
many days. 

"New "Madrid, which stood on a bluff 
twenty feet above the .summer floods, sank 
so low that the next rise covered it to a 
depth of five feet. The bottoms of several 
lakes in the vicinity were elevated, \nd 
have since been planted with corn.

The Loyal Legion "Will "Visit 
Echo Mountain and San 
Diego. 



The members of the N'aval Reserve are 
jubilant over the consideration shown that 
branch of the service l.y the Lej;islature. 
Under the reorganization the battalion 
will be increased by one company, which 
will be located at Suita Cruz. 

The new Accles improved Catling gun, 
which has been ordered from the East for 
the use of the reserve, is expected to arrive 
within a month. A competitive drill of all 
the companies will determine its posses- 
sion, the company making the best show- 
ing on the drill being rewarded by the 
possession of the gun. 

The Accles gun has several points of su- 
periority over the old model, among which 
may be mentioned a^modification of the 
operating-crank, which prevents oscilla- 
tion of the piece and insures greater accu- 
racy of fire. The firing mechanism can 
also be thrown in or out of gear instantly 
without interrupting the nn'tion of the 
crank, thus re^'uiatintr i\ir Ji-rharu-e and 
preventing any waste of amnuinition. A 
safety device' operated by a siiKiIl key 
throws the ci'ck;nfr-cam oiitof action, fur- 
nishing a precaution against accidents and 
a ready means of disabling the piece in 
case of capture. The device also prevents 
the snapping' of the firing-pins and the 
consequent injury to the gun while it is 
beiii^ shown to visitors. 

There will-be a battalion drill of the re- 
serve on Van Ness avenue next Monday 
evening, at which the officers will appear 
in service uniform and tlie seamen in 
white suits and le^;gings. Companies C 
and D will each furnisli one section of six- 
teen men with Hotchkiss rapid-tiring guns, 
and Company B will furnish two sections 
with Hotchkiss ^ns and 3-inch rifles. The 
remaining portions of the various com- 
mands will parade as infe.titry. 

There have been fourteen men dis- 
charged from the Reserve on account of 
death or removal and two for nou-payraent 
of dues. 

The militiamen who served during the 
strike last July will receive their pav at 
their armories next week.

"French Character" was the subject of 
an amusing lecture last nii:ht in Union- 
square Hall by Rev. K. J. ]l;ii.uy. The ' 
sjicaker used bis rati'^'i' Ian._'i:a-e ai^.l n'.ost 
of his hearers were members of the French ' 
colony. I 

"As a rule," he said, the French live very 
tranquilly in their own country, and 
trouble but little about the outside world. < 
In the provinces the family exists almost 
entirely in a patriarchal sense, and there ! 
is little individu.al independence. The 
girls there can cook and keep house, but 
they do not understand literature or art. , 
If yiui ■•hamed for instance to ask one of 
tiiein, •Have you read Zola'a novel "Lei 
Reve" '—you know he wrote that book for ' 
young girls— she Woi ld prohably answer, 
'Is it in v«rse or proae'r The "provincial 
girl, in short, can keep house, but yon must 
not expect her to mike oonTersation. She 
cannot do it. 

"The Parisian is a being apart. He is 
volatile, inconstant, and like the ther- 
mometer he changes with the weather. 
Imjiertinence is the Parisian's siiecialty. 
Yon may eo to America. Russia, Italy or 
]-;nsland, but you will not tind real im- 
pertinence out of Pans. The Parisian can 
be roughly impertinent, but his mockerv 
is enveloped in politeness, like a pill in 
sugar. The foreigner does not always see 
through it. .\u Knelishnian, for instance, 
never understands, on the contrary he 
thanks the Parisian for his extreme polite- 
ness." 

The speaker then explained how a 
woman in a '-loud" toilette, or a man with 
"a caricature of a face" can never take ten 
steps in Paris without overhearing some- 
thing ear-tingling either from the passers- 
by or the street gamins. "But if you are 
assailed this way it is better not to get 
angry; yon only expose yourself to fur- 
ther ridicule." Mr. Dupuy stated, how- 
ever, that in spite of tnese" Parisian pro- 
clivities the Frenchman is courteous and 
polite, both by nature and tradition. 
Then he fired a few shots into the Boorget- 
Clemens controversy. 

"In America France has been treated as 
immoral above all with regard to her 
■w;omen. 'Well, it is unjust. Take any for- 
eigner. Anvrican or otlierwi.se. when he 
gets to Paris does he go tii visit the libra- 
ries and the charitable imstitutions? No; 
he seeks out the resorts that he condemns 
elsewhere. Prance has more parity than 
people believe, and she is perhaps wrong 
not to defend herself a little. She con- 
tents herself, however, with shrugging her 
shoulders and attending to her own busi- 
ness."

OLEVELAITD'S COLLAPSE. 

The industry of the country has been 
paralyzed, tlic rcveuui- !iave been re- 
duced below the needs of government, the 
expenditures have been raised to above 
a billion dollars, a spying income tax 
has been imposed iijion the people, the 
liensit,Mis of iuinorable veterans have been 
diminislied, llie bonded del)t cf tbe Nation 
inereaseci by $I.VJ,(X)iJ,l«.iO, Congress has ad- 
journed and Cleveland has gone fishing — 
behold the results of two years of Demo- 
cratic supremacy. 

For much of the evil of these two dis- 
astrous years Congress may be justly 
blamed, but the greater portion of the evil 
has been due to G rover Cleveland. This 
stupid, sullen, stolid man, vast of neck, 
vaster of stomach and vastest of all in his 
egotism, has been the destroyer of his 
party, the scourge of the people .Tnd the 
disgrace of the N'ation. His rise to uftiee 
was accidental and his course has been the 
inevitable confe<iuence of electing a man 
with a bare capacity for a SherifTs office, 
to the august position of President of the 
United .States.

UP-TO-DATE IDEAS. 



MINING, NOT GAMBLING. 

The mining revival wisich now promises 
to become a feature of California's pros- 
perity will be on different lines from 
the methods recently !;'ursned. Min- 
ing has become mainly a business re- 
quiring large capital and the application 
of scientific processes. The gold must be 
sought in quartz ledges and deep grave! 
leads. It is probable that the revival will 
stimulate the invention of new processes 
in the treatment of the refractory ores, 
which, however abundant, have defeated 
previous efforts at reduction as a business 
proposition. Possibly electricity may have 
a part to play in this connection. 

All this requires money and time. If 
capital from home or distant sources is to 
take hold of the work it will look for sub- 
stantial investment. Mining operation is 
one of the most legitimate of pursuits. 
Mining-stock operation is apt to be some- 
thing very different. 1; is desirable for 
the credit and success of our new deal that 
the one should not degenerate into the 
other. We have had enough mining-stock 
booms; enough of Pine-street exploitation 
of tbe community. There have been, and 
are yet, substantial mining properties 
listed on tbe Stock Exchange and 
handled by honorable dealers in ac- 
cordance with legitimate speculative 
method"". But every old San Francis- 
can also kf.ows that Pine street and 
Pauper alley have repeatedly been the 
scene of wild ;■]■! iti 1:1 of non-existent 
values, in which speculative manipulation, 
"inside points" and curbstone rumor have 
combined to boost np some airy structures 
untU tbe kick of a porphyry horse has shat- 
tered the unsubstantial fabric and buried 
the hopes and fortunes of hundreds be- 
neath its ruins. 

We want no revival of that kind. Neither 
do we want a mining development that 
will resolve itself into great operating com- 
binations of stock companies and "milling 
propositions." We want California, East- 
ern or foreign capitalists to go to the mines 
in person, or by their trustworthy experts 
and agents, to examine the ground, to in- 
vestigate prospects, to go into shafts and 
tunnels with their eyes oi)Cn, and to in- 
vest their money with a view of working a 
niine and not the speculative community. 
The best bullion-produeing mines of I 'aii- 
fornia have not been listed at the Stock 
Kxchange. They have been turning out 
gold year after year and enriching their 
owners as leL'itimate business propositions. 
Tiiere are opportunities for the develop- 
ment of hundreds more of the same kind, 
and that is what -lur prospectors, mining 
experts and capitalists should have in view 
in otir new auriferdus era. 



STRE ET BEGG ARS. 

No man w ho has within him a spark of 
the virtue of htimanity can consider the 
hard fortunes of the poor without a feeling 
of sympathy, and if the j^overty is asso- 
ciated with physical misfortune or deform- 
ity the sympathy in generous minds is 
always prompted to immediate helpful- 
ness. Out of this virtue there has grown 
an evil. Its generosity has prompted fraud 
to prey upon it and many a deserving un- 
fortunate goes unhelped because there are 
so many undeserving beggars to rob charity 
of its alms before it reaches those who 
need it most. 

Tile w ide ri;<'i>,£rniti<:'n of these trt'ths has 
prompted enlightened communities to make 
suitable provisions for ^he deserving poor 
and to restrain impudent and unworthy 
beggars by the strong arm of the law. In 
tills respect San Francisco has permitted 
her jirai I ice 10 fall low the level of her 
enli.L'hti MiiK :;t. II;;ving prescribed by 
law for the care of the pi.or and the sup- 
pression of street begging, her oliicials 
have enforced neither the one nor the 
other. AVe have not many street beggars, 
when compared with the cities of Southern 
Europe or of Oriental countries, but we 
have many more than should be tolerated 
in an American community, and the Call 
has undertaken an exposure of them in 
the conviction that it is high time to rid 
ourselves of the stigma which their pres- 
ence upon the streets aflixes upon the com- 
munity, its law and its officers. 

If the street beggars are deserving of 
care and support, it is shameful that we 
do not provide it in tbe proper way and to 
the proper extent. If they do not deserve 
help,it is shameful that we permit them to 
practice fraud upon the generosity of the 
charitable. In either case their presence 
in conspicuous places on the streets is a 
disfjiaee to the City, and our laws ar<- con- 
demned. Why should the tinfori uiiate 
who needs the help of hisf' il v uu-u, be 
forced to seek it by daily beggin.L; upon the 
streets? Why sljould the man abundantly 
able to provide for himself, be permitted 
to gain his living by whining for charity 
instead of b.v work? 

These questions admit of but one rightful 
answer. Street beL'L-ing, under any clr- 
cuiustances, should not be tolerated. Citi- 
/i-iis should refuse to make it )>rotitable, 
and city otiicials should be resolute in en- 
deavoring to make it impossible. Our 
whole street policy in San Francisco is 
bad. It is the blot upon the metropolis 
that mars its excellence and defaces its at- 
tractions. It is time the policy should be 
changed and the streets made commen- 
surate with the true dignity of the City. 
Let us clear away all the street nuisances 
from cobblestones to beggars. Let us pro- 
vide comfortable homes and generous care 
for all upon whom the misfortunes of the 
world have fallen; ana for the persistent, 
insolent, able-bodied street beggar let us 
provide a good wholesome cure in the form 
of work or punishment.

According to a cablegram received from 
London last week the Pope has received from 
the President of the Transvaal Republic a dia- 
mond weighing 971 carats. The stone was 
found In the Jagersfont. iu mines and is de- 
clared to be the largest knuv, n. 

The cablegram states that the monster dia- 
mond is of a bluish-white cast and practii ally 
perfect, lu only blemish being a tiny spot in 
the center, invisible to tlie naked eye. 

Why the President of the Transvaal Republic 
has sent it to the Pope is not made clear. It is 
nut to 1,1- supposed that he has made a present 
to his Holiness of a stone valued at $1,000,000. 
Probably his object was to get a free advertise- 
ment lor bIsUttle republic and the big diamond 
found there. 

The Jewelers' Circular t!iis week prints a 
picture of the diamond, showing its actual 
size. This was received from a correspondent 
In South Africa. The Circular presumes that 
the diamond referred to is the one known as 
the .Ingersionteiii E.xcelsior.

The exact weight of the diamond Is 971?^ 
carats, or about seven and oue-qnarler ounces 
avoirdupois. It therefore weighs uncut nearly 
half a pound. A diamond of fair size for a ring 
weighs one carat. 

In its present condition It measures three 
Inches iu length, one aad a half inches in 
thickness, two and a half iaehes at its greatest 
breadth, and one and a third inches at its 
least breadth. It is of a beautiful bluish color, 
and i.s shaped like the brokcn-o£f end of an 
icicle. 

The flaw in it is believed to be more serious 
than hi stated In tbe cable dispatch. It is 
a black spot near the middle. It cotdd be cut 
In two, however, so as to leave out the 
blemish. It would then make two of the 
largest diamonds iu existence. .-M the time of 
its discovery it was valiK t at .*I, 000 ,000.

AROUND THE CORRIDORS. 

George T. .\rnoM, an e.\|>ress messenger who 
runs on the Union Pacific between Denver and 
Kansas City, is at present visiting his brother, 
a Southern Pacific employe who resides in Oak- 
land. Mr. Arnold has been in the express ser- 
vice for a number of y.-urs, atid in tiiai time 
has had several exciting e.vperiencea with 
train-r.jbbers, of which he gave several gentle- 
men 5. .me particulars while loitering about the 
Piihiee yesterday afternoon. The discussion of 
train robberii s led up to a statement hy Mr. 
.\rnold regarding the invention of what is 
called a distance lock, which was recently tried 
on his car. "The contrivance makes it impos- 
sible to open the express-car safe, to which it is 
altaelied, until the train has traveleil a certain 
number of miies," said he, "and the messenger 
simply locks his safe, sett the lock to travel the 
nnmber of miles to the next station, and it 
cannot be opened until the train has gone the 
designated distance. K |.eculiar mechanism 
eennectsthelockof the sale with one of the 
ii\ies of the car in such a way that the safe, 
HI ler being locked, can only be opened after the 
axle has revolved a cerinin nnm.ber of times. 
The model tliat was e.Mperiinenied with was not 
thoroughly jwrfected, but even in its eondlticn 
it was found that we could set the lock so that 
it would open within a few rods of the desired 
distance. The train-robber's most eflectlve foe 
in the future, it seems to me, will be the In- 
ventor." 

T. 11. Drafier, who is connected with the pro- 
posed carriage factory to be cstablishod at 
Merced, was in the city yesterday. Mr. Draper 
has had quite an eventful career and many 
years ago took a prominent part in one of the 
most seiisiiiiiiuHl eases which ever disturbed 
Central Indiana. Aleng in 1877 a young man 
named Krnest Whitehouse. who had made 
l e: re Haute his home, suddenly blossomed out 
as a desperado of the worst stripe and in a few 
weeks succeeded in terrorizing the inhabitants 
of that section of the State, eluding the efforts 
of the police to capture him, holding np a 
number of people and killing two or three men 
during his mad career. Large rewards were 
offered fur the arrest of Whitehouse and these 
attracted tbe attention of Mr. Draper, who at 
that time was but a plebeian porter iu a whole- 
sale honse. He armed himself with an old- 
&shIoncd five-barrel pistol, started on the trail 
of the desperado and succeeiUd i:i running 
him to earth near St. Louis. Mr. Draj.er made 
quite a siun of money by his fortunate capture 
and this he put to a good use. Roller skates 
were just coming into favor at that time and 
he had an opportunity to buy an interest in 
the patent. A large manufactory soon grew 
up at Richmond, in that State, which gave Its 
owners great wealth before this pleasant means 
of recreation fell from popular favor. 

M. de Femat, a wealthy plantation-owner of 

Cuba, is in the city and Is making a tenr of the 
werlJ with a party of friends iu a private ear. 
In conversation yesterday he said that the 
trade of Cuba was simply astonishing when 
compared with that of other nations and was 
only to be explained on the ground that every- 
thing raised on the i-lnnd was for export and 
all are articles of the first commercial import- 
ance. "The exports of Great Britain, which 
are larger than those of any foreign country," 
paid he, "are $32 70 per capita, while those of 
Cuba are $50. It Is not Intended to convey the 
imp.-esslon that Cuba is richer than England, 
but it is simply an illustration of how tbe ez- 
actietis of the ?iianish Government rake the 
islaiKl over ami gather up every item of value 
in order to rnis^- a revenue out of all j'toportiua 
to the number of people subject tlierelo. The 
United States fulnlshes almost the exclusive 
market for Cuban products, but in return gets 
only a small pmponion of the trade of the 
island. Out ot a uimI importution into Cuba 
of some ^5,000,000, tiie United States gets 
less than one-third, while England, which 
buys only a half million dollars' worth of 
Cuban products, sells that country almost as 
much as the United States." 

F. C. Hubbard, who is connected with one of 
the large locomotive works in the East, was at 
the Baldwin yesterday. He says that the ten- 
dency in engine-building at present is in the 
direction of larger and more speedy machines. 
"It has long been considered that a mile a 
minute was the limit of railway travel," said 
he, "but several railroads are now having 
great engines constructed which wld run 
heavy trains at the rate of eighty miles an 
hour. There is a short stretch of track on the 
New Jersey Central road over which trains are 
uow being run at the rate of 112 miles an 
hour, but wdth the engines now in use the 
road must be nearly straight to Heeomplish 
such a speed. But with the enormous engines 
now In course of ooustruction one and a third 
miles an hour can be easily accomplished 
over curves and grades, there being only one 
reqnisiie, and that is a solid and well-ballnsted 
roadbed. Such a speed, however, will proba- 
bly only be attained by special trains on the 
larger roads." 

Alexander SIcDougall, the Inventor of the 
"whaleback" boat, who was at the Palace sev- 
eral days during this week, Is also largely in- 
leresii d ill niiiiiii!.-. He is said to be connected 
with John D. Koekefeller, the Standard oil 
magnate, in several ventures up in Washing- 
ton, and also has Interests in the new Ralney 
Lake fields in the Northwest. ".\ large num- 
ber of horses are now engaKed in freighting 
goods from Tower, the northern terminus of 
the riuluth and Iron Knnge road, to l>oth the 
Uainey Lake aud Seine Kiver goldflelds," said 
he, when discussing the development of those 
regions, the Other day. "The distance from the 
railroad to the fields is 100 miles and tbe 
freight rate Is $1 per 100 pounds, when a 
year ago It was $2 50 a hundred. The district 
has shown such remarkable richness that a 
strong effort wiU be made to Induce the State 
to bnild a wagon-road to it." 

J. F. Millar, representative of Leoiiari} A 
Ellis, oil refiners of New Y'ork City, returned 
from Honolulu on thesteamerAustriilia. Pince 
his arrival he has been very ill at tlie Califor- 
nia HoteL Mr. MUlar knows nearly every civ- 
ilized country on the globe and is partictilarly 
well acquainted down on the islands. In con- 
versation yesterday he said that the feeling 
there toward theUnited States is of the kindest 
and that in fact the white population consider 
themselves as almost belonging to the Ameri- 
can Union. He also stated that the pulse of 
business is greatly quickening and In his expe- 
rience ol an annual call at the littlo republic 
for eleven years he had never found things 
looking brighter from a financial point ot view.

The Executors charged With 

FEATHERING THEIK OWN 
NESTS. 



A GREAT ESTATE VANISHES. 



Appraised at Less Than Its As- 
sessed Value and Bought by 
THE Accused. 



One of the biggest land suits that was 
ever tiled in this .-state is now under the 
hand of ^. Barnes, the local District 
Attorney. If prosecuted to a successful 
conclusion several commercial heads that 
heretofore have been high will be lowered 
to the dust. 

The suit involves land in Kern, Tulare, 
Fresno, Merced, Mariposa and Santa Cruz 
counties, and a large anioiint of city prop- 
erty in the heart of the enmity seal, 
Tulare. The all-gations of the euniplaiut, 
if established, will prove a system of fraud 
which was as hold as it was ingenious, and 
as nearly successful as was possible. Tbe 
suit involves the estate of Samuel Simon, 
who died March 3, 1885. 

It was supposed that Simon leftan estate 
of great value, principally in lands, situated 
in many of the counties of the State. 
Under bis will, beyond a few legacies of 
comparatively little importance, the prop- 
ertv was beqtieatlieil to his widow and his 
stepson, Jefferson Martin. The executors 
were his brothers, S. I. and Ephraim Simon, 
and they appointed as appraisers Adolph 
Zirker and .lames Manasse. Zirker was a 
relative of the yimons and Manasse was an 
employe of tlie firm of Simon & Jacobs, of 
which Sainiiel Simon was senior member. 

Tpon the distribution of the estate the 
claim of each legatee was paid in cash, al- 
tliough the bulk of the testator's estate 
had been composed of real estate. The 
executors had turned everything into cash. 
Till' estate distributed was worth about 
Illl.COO. 

Some time after the death of Samuel Si- 
mon his stepson, Jefferson Martin, mar- 
ried. .Teifersoii died a few months after 
the union and to his widow a posthumous 
child, Jeffreys Martin, was born. The 
child and tbe iridow were made legatees of 
bis estate, which consisted of his legacy 
from his stepfather. 

Soon after Jelfi rson Martin's death his 
mother, Mrs. Simon, died, leaving all her 
property, consisting of her interest in her 
late husband's estate, to Mrs. Martin, her 
son's widow, and to his child. This made 
Mrs. Julia Martin and her daughter Jef- 
freys the direct legatees of old Samuel Si- 
mon. Their estate amounted to aijotit 
f25,000. 

In the meantime Adolph Simon, brother 
of Samuel Simon, and a legatee tinder his 
will, had become insane, and a guardian 
had lieen appointed for him and for his es- 
tate. The guardian foimd that notwith- 
standing his suustantial claim upon his 
brother's estate, Adolph Simon had not 
enough property to pay his expenses at 
the asylum, aud being surprised at this lie 
invcsiiL-ated. It was then that t!ie f.irts 
uimii which the big complaints are based 
were discovered. 

According to the complaint Adolph 
Simon's guardian found that Samuel 
Simon's estate had been appraised at nearly 
f200,000 less than the assessed value of tbe 
property, ami the assessed valuation, as is 
always t!i<i case, was far belnw the actual 
value, lie found land in Fresno County 
which according to the complaint was as- 
sessed at $UO,000 and appraised at $7521 09. 
More land in the same county, assessed at 
$60,000, was appraised at $1»,243 77. Land 
in 'Tulare County in one instance assessed 
at $10,000 was appr.iised at lf32ijl 4u: in an- 
other instance a piece worth $lii.(ioij v.-ts 
valued at 15240. In each instam e it was 
was only the interestof tiie de. eased which 
had been assessed acd a]jpri<.i~ed. He 
found, too, as the roniplaiiii states, that 
the executors of Saiouei .Simon's will had 
bought iu every bit of the testator's inter- 
est in all the lands and the price paid was 
according to the appraisers' figures. 

Before his guardian's investigations were 
completed Adolph Simon died, and his 
widow then brought suit in the Fresno 
courts to set aside the purchase of the ex- 
ecutors of laud iu that county, on the 
ground of fraud. Mr. Barnes' suit is au 
mtervention in this case. • 

Barnes' suit is brought in the interests 
of Mrs. Jefferson M.irtin and her daughter, 
Jeffreys Martin, who, as was explained, 
are practically the only legatees of Samuel 
Simon, through his descendants. In the 
complaint it is charged that tlie executors 
procured fraudulent appraisements, and 
then, upon the basis of these appraise- 
ments, fraudulently purchased all the real 
]>roperty of the testator for something like 
.'i;i;iA),iAAi less tiiau its assessed valuation. 
The entire estate is assessed at |300,uou, 
which it is claimed is, as is usual with as- 
sessed valuations, t)0 percent less than its 
market value. The appraisers valued it at 
J11I,0<X), and the allegation is made that 
the heirs of Samuel Simon have been 
defrauded of the difference between $111,- 
000 and about $425,000. 

Samuel Simon was well known in this 
city as a real-estate man and dealer in 
general merchandise. His firm of Simon, 
Jacobs & Co. had stores in all parts of the 
State, and wherever they had a store they 
had plenty of the best real property iu the 
vicinity. His brothers, Ephraun and S. I. 
Simon, are well known here in business 
circles, and the widow of his stepson and 
her daughter are well known in society. 
It wtis only last Thursday th.it little 
Jeffreys Martin, one of the plaintiffs iu the 
case, made her lirst bow to the social 
world as hostess at a children's reception. 

The suit which Mr. Barnes is now pre- 
paring will be tiled in Fresno, as an off- 
sho<d to the suit of Mrs. Adolidi Simon, to 
set tile alleged fraudulent purchases of 
land in that county aside. Ordinarily the 
statute of limitations would lonf since 
have stepped in to bar any claim, but tbe 
fact that little Jeffrevs ilartin is still a 
minor suspends that rule and allows the 
suit to be brought even nt this late dav. 
Besides, it is only within the last three or 
four months that Adolph Simon's guardian 
has discovered the peculiar status of 
Samuel Simon's big estate. It is probable 
that several local suiLs with the executors 
as defendants will be tiled at an early date.

Other companies in the compact. 

The greater part of the document was 
taken up wi th a legal review of the com- 
pact's rules and constitution. 

George W. Spencer, pre>M-. nt of the 
board, in an aliidavit, deuie-l tiiat lit- i.-i i 
threatened Duval, but did his be-t to per- 
suade him to join. He finally declared it 
was abtoiutcly false. that the union com- 
panies combined to destroy the Continen- 
tal or prevent it from doing business on 
the coast. The association of the insur- 
ance companies is solely for mutual in- 
terest, >Ir. Spencer averred, and such pro- 
vision of its rules and constitution as refer 
to companies not belon;;inj; to the associa- 
tion are not leveled against such com- 
panies with the obiect of injuring them 
but of protecting the companies m the 
association from the assaults upon their 
own business by tlie iion-'uoard c^iui panics. 

J. W. Ct. Coiran made in his atiidavit. 
which was read by llr. Pa(;e, a general de- 
nial that he had said to Duval, "We shall 
simply wipe you off the face of the earth." 

When the affidavits were submitted Mr. 
Shortridge made an argument covering in 
detail the broad scope of matter intro- 
duced in evidence and lasting over three 
hours. He dwelt fully on the UifUculties 
met with in preparing evidence and infor- 
mation from various points on the Pacific 
Coast, to impress the court that all dili- 
gencehadbecn used by the complainant 
to bring the case to a .speedy termination. 

"I ba-.e !i;I»-i:e'i in v.iin i'ur any fact," 
said he, -in law or eniii.y that should cau.-e 
this court to change its position in regard 
to the temporary restraining order. Mow 
the complainant seeks further relief and 
shows cause why it should be pro- 
tected and the defendants are called ujioii to 
show cause w^by the restraining order 
should not be continued. Tlie United 
States Cotirt of Equity has a power totlirot- 
tle monopoly, to check oppression, such as 
a common law court has not the power to 
accomplish. The facts proved in the case 
would authorize numerous suits against 
each and every member of the board of lire 
underwriters." 

On the ground of multiplicity of actions 
the court could enjoin, ana on that eround 
alone he asked the court to continue the 
restraining order, and if that were all to 
have a bond to prevent a recurrence of the 
hardships against the plaintiS. 

If on the one hand there was a person 
and on the other an aggregation of cor- 
porations threatening to ruin his business 
and coercinfr the public, the court would, 
he believed, enjoin the combine from boy- 
cotting. If the court were convinced on 
this preliminary hearing that there was 
an unlawful interference with the com- 
plainant's business^ the spirit of truth 
and justice permeating every decision on 
such cases would prompt it td give the re- 
lief desired. 

"Who are the parties before the court? 
The complainant is a corporation, organ- 
ized in a sister St.ate, and authorized to 
transact business in the State of California 
and ■ elsewliere on the Pacific Coast," said 
Mr. Shortridge. 

' The defendants, confederating under 
the name of the Board of Fire Under- 
writers of the Pacific, are a gigantic and 
powerful compact, organized for the pur- 
pose of controlling the business of tire in- 
surance on the Pacilic Coast; they area 
trust seeking to stilie and crush out all 
competition, to coerce all companies to 
join them, to fix arbitrarily the rates of 
insurance, a dangerous combination, an 
unlawful association, the purpose of which 
is to impose a monopoly on the property- 
owners throughout the I'acitic States and 
Territories. Ileleatcd heretofore in legis- 
lative halls, the people, represented by 
the CoutinestBl Insurance Company, 
comes into this court of equity and seeks 
to restrain this colossal monopoly of its 
power to do evil. 

"Such appeals have never been made in 
vain. A court of eqni^ will deprive this

At this juncture the court adjourned 
until 11 o'clock this morning, when Mr.

A more unprepossessing example of the 
younger criminal element could hardly be 
fonnd than John Smith, the one who 
created the scene in court. He had pleaded 
guilty to robbery, mainly because John 
Wilson, his partner in crime, liad pleaded 
not guilty, and had been convicted after a 
short trial. The robbery was committed 
on one of the Mission-street cars, and two 
passengers were the victims. Two charges 
were accordingly placed against the gang. 
John Wilson was convicted of ix)th 
charges, .lohn Smith pleaded guilty to 
e charge, and the other is pending, and 
William Fraser, the third member of the 
gang, escaped while being taken to the 
courtroom a week ago. Both Wilson and 
Smith came up for sentence yesterday. 

Wilson was the first to be called. He de- 
livered a long speech to the court, telling 
how he had not been given a fair trial, how 
the police had prosecuted him and kept 
him from consulting with his attorney; 
how he had never been properly identitied, 
and how the witnesses contradicted them- 
selves during the trial. The court listened 
patiently to nis stor\', and also to a sugges- 
tion froiii his counsel that a reform school I 
was the [ l o e for .i :.id of his years, rather j 
than the p'-:iitciiuary.

Judge Wallace yesterday rendered a de- 
cision of much importance to the Board of 
Education and the School Department and 
one that will be of great interest to many 
teachers. It practically restores to their 
former positions, with lost salary, all the 
teachers dismissed by the former board for 
incompetency or for the good of the de- 
partment. 

The case decided was that of A. J. Itsell 
against the Board of Education. Itsell was 
one of the large batch of teachers with 
which the old board dealt severely just 
after election. He was -vice-principal of 
the John Sweet Grammar School at $125 a 
month, and was charged with being incom- 
petent as a disciplinarian because he could 
not ruanage a yardfiill of lively boys. The 
charges were investigated at atrial before 
the Committee oUiQualiiications of Teach- 
ers, and ill a report giving findings of fact 
but not testimony the board transferred 
him to the Washington Grammar School, 
where he was made a class teacher at $77 a 
month. 

Henley and Costello, his attorneys, began 
mandamus proceedings to compel a restor- 
ation of his rank and salary and Judge 
Wallace rendered his decision yesterday. 
The court held that ItscU could iiot be re- 
moved or degraded except for cause and 
that he was entitled to a fair and impartial 
trial. The meat of the decision was that 
his trial was illegal because it was not be- 
fore the full board and that the rule of the 
board demanding committee trials and re- 
ports of findings was illegal. The power 
of removal was vested in the full board 
and could not be delegated. The full tes- 
timony must be placed before the board 
in some manner. In this case three of the 
live members of the committee signed the 
report and two, Ames and Symmes, heard 
all the tcstinoiiy. In the report to the 
board but two lines were devoted to Itsell's 
testimony and the court says: -'It does 
not appear that they have 'followed the 
laws of the State or their own rules." 

Mr. Itsell will at once resume the vice- 
principalship of the John Swett Grammar 
.School and he entitled to his full salary 
since his removal. Vice-Principal W. D. 
Kingsbury, the poet, will have to tie given 
a position somewhere else. The board 
may, however, transfer Itsell to some 
other vice-principalship of equal salary. 

All the many teachers removed or de- 
graded by the old board will be entitled to 
share Mr. ItseU's victory. A number will 
go back into the department. Some of 
them have suits pending now, others have 
their cases in the hands of attorneys, and 
still others will come forward now. Among 
those dismissed w-ho are suing the board 
are: Miss L. F. Kyder, formerly of the 
North Cosmopolitan ; Hiss Fannie Soide, 
Miss Kate Turner and Miss Baker.

SOME CLASSES OF ATHEISTS. 



Rabbi Mayer S. Levy Discusses 
THE Twentieth-Century 
Woman. . 



A goodly audience greeted Rev. Ijeslie 
W. Sprague, pastor of the Second Unita- 
rian (Church, who occupied the pulpit of 
Temple Emann-El last evening. 

The reverend gentleman was introduced 
by Dr. Jacob Vocrsanger in a few chosen 
words. The rabbi said that Mr. Sprague 
would base his address on "some classes 
abd kinds of athoists and atheism." 

Mr. Sprague then ascended the puli>it. 

"When one stands in a sacreil plai-i- like 
this," said he, "and when one thitiks of 
the wealth, the beauty, the power, the in- 
spiration that has coitie from the thought 
of God one realizes that corruption of this 
thought of God has meant the corruption 
of human life, the degradation of the 
thought of God, the degradation of all 
thoughts beautiful and pure." 

Continuing, the reverend gentleman said 
it wotild be unbecoming on his part to 
make his address a sermon to a people 
who have always possessed a theism of the 
highest kind. Ho, tliercforc, proposed to 
make his remarks in tin- form of a lecture. 

"The thought of God is the la«t great 
triumph of the human intellect. A feeling 
and love for God is the last great triumph 
of the human soul. Obedience to the will 
of God is the last great triumph of the 
human will. Tiio worship of Cradisthe 
consummation of human life. 

"Atheism can be explained bv the word 
"orthodoxy"; thus, as was oiice wittily 
said, 'Orthodoxy is my doxy and hetereo- 
doxy is your doxy,' biit the worid uses the 
wonl to signify a denial of the supreme 
spirit of the tmiverse." 

Mr. Sprague then proceeiied to enumerate 
the various classes of atheists which exist. 
".Some there are who ask, 'Where is God?' 
Tliis is the first question the child asks, 
and pliilosophy continually puts the same 
query. 

"There is another atheism which recog- 
nizes God in nature, but in nothing else, 
and still another which limits the mani- 
festation of God to one single revelation. 

"We take a glance at the ideas of some 
people as to what God is. The Hindoo 
says 'God is light.' The sciciitNt. 'God is 
energy and p,owcr.' The spiritual thitikcr, 
'God is peace.' The sorrower says God is 
compassionate.' But religion says 'God 
is,' satisfied that it can give no definition, 
loving, hoping, yearning, yet with rever- 
ence." 

Looking at the human side ot the ques- 
tion Mr. Sprague said thiro exists an 
atheism of the head, of th- ln iirttind of 
the mind. He thought there are few who 
deny the spirit of the universe. The 
danger lies with the classes, with the jmr- 
tial theists, who declare th.it such and 
such is and such ami sin-h is not God. In 
conclusion tlio reverend geutleiuau warneil 
his audience against the ilangers of 
atheism, saying ''How can we determine 
what God knows'/ Beware of formalism, 
beware of dogmatism." 

During the evening a good programme 
of music was rendered bv the choir of t!ie 
congregation aiul by C^antor Stark, the 
principal item being, "How Goodly Are 
Thy lexts." given as a soprano solo. 

"The Twentieth Century Woman" 
formed the subject of Rev. M. S. Levy's 
lecture at Beth Israel Temple last evening. 
Said Dr. Levy: 

'[ am not to be counted among those 
who are opposed to the 'emancipation of 
woman.' The history of the world shows 
unmistakably that the influence of a pure 
and good wonian has ever helped to foster 
what was best in man. At times it was 
the mother, on otlier occ.ivj.ms the wife, 
frequently the sister was the moral lever 
that helped to eradicate the propensity for 
evil. Without woman the social world 
would become a wilderness; without her 
gentle guidance man would develop into a 
barbarian. Were it not for the domesticity 
of woman our homes would become deso- 
late, our natures crmlc and unrefined. 

"To woman's inlluence most men are in- 
debted for tneir success in life. To her 
love of the pure and ideal religion owes its 
ascendency. Without woman our places 
of worship would become sepult Iters: witli 
her, they are made celestial abodes where 
man may taste a grain of the hereafter." 

Dr. Levy, in tne further course of his re- 
marks, gave it as his opinion that the 
twentieth century woman should lu- as ex- 
emplary in character as her ancestor, and 
cited the case of Esther as that of a really 
beautiful woman, both physically and 
mentally.

Oarden City Cyclers' Kelay Team-Hews 
From All Parts of the State. 

A good deal of talk was heard since the 
SS-mile road race was run last Sunday 
about what niicrht have happened if things 
had been different. Some say that TJl- 
bricht should have set such a pace as to 
kill uff ro>itcr, but the latter's admirers 
fay that was impossible— that no nian can 
rii';..- so fast as to leave l"o£t(-r iHhiini. 
When the latKr fell from his wh-el L l- 
bricht had the opportunity, lia i lu- wished 
it, and tliathedid not take advantage of the 
chance is evidence that either he was un- 
able to increase his speed or he is too 
si! lare a sportsman to talce such an unfair 
u lvam.itre. Be that as it may, the fact re- 
mains that Foster, remounted after his fall, 
and as his v.hecl was nnii;jinvd he soon 
caught up with the scratcli men a;,'ain atfd 
eventually won tlie rare. 

Csnsiderable complaint was found with 
the handicapping in some instances, and 
justly so. When it is remembered that out 
of the thirty-nine orifiinal entrants ten re- 
fused to start, and of the remaining twenty- 
nine starters but si.xteen finished the race, 
it will be seen tljai something was wrong. 
6ome say tiiat Uandicapper Smyth is too 
busily engaged with his numerous business 
duties to enable him to give all the neces- 
sary time to the worlc On the other hand, 
handicapping is always a very difficult 
matter early in the season and particn- 
laiiy in a long road race. 

Of coviTse the uppermost topic of conver- 
sation among wheelmen now is the great 
annual lOO-milc .-r lay race around the bay, 
to he run on April 7. The captains of tlie 
various clubs arc now picking out their 
teams of ten men each. In most cases 
there are about half this number in each 
club who can be depended npon to ride at 
the necessary rate of speed, and the re- 
mainder are selected by ten-mile tryonts, 
several of which are to be held over the 
San Leandro course to-morrow. 

The Garden City Cyclers of San .lose is 
the first club in the field with a complete 
team, which is already selected and now in 
training for the event. The men w!io will 
comprise it are: Edw.irds, Osen, .Smith, 
Jones, Dclinas, Alexander, Jarman, Hub- 
K^rd, Davis and Gushing. The club will 
not hold a trj -out, jiltLough it was at first 
intended to do so, on the 17th inst. The 
men above named are some of the i:.m> -t 
riders in California, and the team that may 
defeat them will do it by a very small 
margin, and the men will icnow that they 
have been in a race. 

Captain Kitchen of the Acme Club of 
Oakland has not yet decided upon the per- 
sonnel of his team, but it will, no doubt, 
be made up largely of the same men who 
rode for them last year. 

The Olympic riiib Wheelmen have six 
men selected to ride for them, Mes.sr.^. Fos- 
ter. Long, Coulter, Haley, Castleman and 
Chapman. They may add I>-avitt or 
Stinson. but the others will have to be 
chosen by a try-ont. 

The Pay i ity Wliee!!u"n will sliow up 
strong this vear, and have as a nucleus of 
their team Messrs. Wells, Ulbricht, Lacey, 
H. r. Terrill, W. A. Terrill and Griffiths. 
As this club has more racing men than anv 
ctlier on the coast Ih^^y will Uavt- little dif- 
ficulty in selecimc the others; but to give 
all a" fair chance'a ten-mile road race will 
be run to-morrow from I'Vuitvale to Hav- 
wards. The result of the match will aid 
Captain Dodge materially in determining 
of whom the remainder of the team shall 
Consist, 

On April 12 and 1.3 the Garden City Cy- 
clers of han Jose will hold the greatest race- 
meet ever held upon the coast at their new 
One-third of a niiHe cement track, which i.s 
now finished. The features of the races 
■will be a one-mile invitation event for class

On Saturday night after the races there 
will be a reception to the visiting wheel- 
men at the new quarters of the Garden 
City Cyclers, and on the day following a 
picnic run to Alum Bock will be held. The 
various committeea are already at work 
pn j.aring for the events.

Messrs. E. C. Bald, Ray Macdonald and 
W. F. Simms, the Ka.stern racers, with 
Trainer A^a Windle, left the East last

Tuesday next. They will at once go into 
training for some of the many events to be 
held during .\pril. although It is doubtful 
if they can get into their very best condi- 
tion until the iatter p:-.rl of that month.

To-:i.orriiw the Uiymi.ic Club Whr-elmcii 
will have a hvc-niile handicap road race 
from Fruitvalc to .San i^'audru, the start 
being at 12 o'clock noon. Then? are four- 
teen entrants, and the handicapping was 
done bv Captain Thornton as follows: C.

Captain Bates says 
there will be about twenty starters, and as 
Harbottle, Bates and Dieckmann start 
from .scratch a pretty race should result. 

Captain Kitchen of the .Acme Club 
Wheelmen of Oakland has called a ten- 
mile run for to-morrow from High street, 
Fruitvale, to Haywards over the regular 
A.sforiated <'lubs''t<'n-mile courac. This is 
more fnr the purpose of picking riders for 
the relay team than it is in the nature of a 
road race, but the scratch men will try for 
the ten-mile record nevertheless.

The latter class of riders can 
also race wherever they like practically, 
while class A men must only ride wiihin'a 
radius of 200 miles of their homes. 

Hereafter the dues of the league will be 
75 cents a year. This does not include 
the League Rnlletin. subscription to whicli 
is <jiiti.]nal : It will liere.ifter l>e published 
for 7j cents a year. Tiie league in this 
State is increa.sing in ipembership very 
rapidly. Clubs are joining in bodies, anil 
many unattached riders are coming into 
the fold, realizing that thcv get returns for 
their dues greatly in excess of the amount 
expended. It costs a club nothing to be a 
b ague club, the only requirement being 
that all its members shall belong to the 
organization, and by being a league club 
preference is had over other clubs in the 
matter of sanctions for race meets, and 
many other advantages are obtainable that 
can only be had in that way.

Assemblyman Batsford OongratnUted— Why 
Game Is Boaroe Near tk* City. 
With the exception of those sportsmen 
who are the lessees of many thousands of 

acres of marsh lands in Alameda, Sonoma 
aii'.l Sctlano (tjiintics the great body of 
<|i'>ri-nii-n Were delighted when the news 
arrived from Sacramento that the Assem- 
bly had passed the bill throwing open 
marsh lands to all sportsmen. 

The bill was passed by a vote of 57 ayes 
to 3 noes, which has proved very conclu- 
sively that this matter of the rich man 
squatting bodily ilown upon his less for- 
tunate brother .sportsnian will not be tol- 
erated in this cosmopolitan cnuntry. 

<Jf course liie Sf-natcjrs will have to give 
the subject their attention, but it can be 
safely taid that they will concur with the 
gentlemen of the Assembly, who did not 
have to hesitate a moment to see into the 
good anil bad sides of the measure. 

A majority itf the sjiorisiiieu who are in- 
terested in duck-ahooting preserves are 
representatives of the Country or T.imal- 
pais sportsmen's clubs, whose property 
under lease stretcb.es from Sausah'to as far 
back as the ocean 'ui the north side of the 
Howard ami MrSh.ifter estates- a <lis- 
tance (jf iifty niii' -, i )ne would naturally 
suippose that iln •2'i'< sportsmen who shoot 
over this great stretch of deer, quail, snijie 
and duck country would have aU the sport 
they could wish tor without trespassing 
upon the corns of the poor man w ho. as a 
rule, has but one day of the week to cnjov 
himself with his dog and gun oii 
the marshes within easy reach of this citv. 
.\s Assemblyman Bassford projierly re- 
marked, "It IS a queer law whicli will pro- 
tect ducks that ruin the farmers' crops at 
night and punish sportsmen w ho attempt 
to shoot them in the daylight on preserved 
lands." 

Wild ducks, with the exception of 
the mallard, teal and wood duck, are mi- 
gratory and breed in the far north. The 
cry of the alleged salt marsh duck-pre 
server, that game is annually becoming 
scarce because there are not a sufficient 
number of preserves, is the worst kind of 
bosh. Why aquatic game is not as plenti- 
ful now as it was some vears ago can be 
easily accounted for. Ten veu:^ a-o the 
southern country was conip.irativ< ly ui attle 
range, or. in other words, cuttl -rui' iiip was 
the principal industry. In rei cut vears 
the lands over which "large herds roamed 
have been transformed from wild and 
desolate prairies into fields of grain and 
fruit. Irrigation brought about tliecbangc. 
and the thousands of c.u.als tliat are now 
feeding a great and prosperous coimtry 



with water at all seasons of the year are 
the magnets which attract the aquatic 
game fowls that in former years made the 
marsh lands bordering the San Joaquin 
and Sacramento rivers their headquarters 
during the winter season. This is the 
principal reason why wild ducks are not so 
plentiful near at hand as they formerly 
were. The second re^^n why the birds are 
less numerous is the increase of men who 
'shoot for market. Thousands of fine ducks 
that are shipped to this city in the early 
months of the year are dumped into the 
bay as unfit for table use. The weather iu 
September and Oi tobcr is generally very 
warm and game w ill ouickly spoil in tran- 
sit to this city. Moiket shooting should 
be prohibited during thefiiat two months 
of the open seascui. 

A good story is now being told of the 
veteran sportsman, John Stack. It ap- 
pears that Mr. Stack was a very great lover 
of duck-shooting a few years ago and sel- 
dom returned from the great quacking 
grounds with less than a small wagon-load 
of game. One fine day as the great pellet- 
puncher of aquatic bipeds was returning 
from the chase he met the leader of a 
family of boviiics, who immediately 
charged tipou Mr. Stack, compelling 
him to seek protection from a good 
stiff horn on the summit ot a 
rock, which, fortunately for the sports- 
man, was within easy reach of his then 
nimble nether extremities. The bull 
kicked and bellowed, and defied the hunter 
to come down from his high perch and do 
battle. Mr. Stack grew angry, as the pros- 
I>ect of spending a cold night on a mossless 
rock looked very promising for the sports- 
man. Finally j.atieuce ceased to be a 
virtue, and Mr. Stack warmed the sides of 
the king of the herd witli No. (j's. The 
bull kicked up a irighitui fuss when he 
fell the si-.ii;; oi the lead, and started on a 
run f.ir puts unknown. .\nd now the 
sportsnui'i'.-. f:ii iids are mean enough to 
say that the animal is running yet. Mr. 
Stack will never forget, however, the day 
he was "treed'.' by a Dull. 

Among the sportsmen who engaged in 
a blue-rock slio'>t last Su:iday at Alameda 
Point was "Paintcrboat" Casey, who tiiade 
a clean record during the past year by not 
having killed a single duck. Casey is by 
no means disheartened, and if ]iractice 
will in any way improve his shooting he 
should be able to break at least half a 
dozen bUie-rocks ntif of twenty-live before 
the season tinishrs. Last Sunday his 
score was four breaks out of twenty-five 
birds shot at, which is sot bad for an aona- 
teur who bad handled a strange gun. 
Billy Murdock says that he will make 
j Casey a butter shot on duck than Super- 
I visor King before the opening of the next

I George Roui.e. a well-known sportsman, 
returned from the Columbia Mountains in 
Washington recently with a nuniber ui 
beautiful elk horns, two of which have 
been mounted and attract considerable at- 
tention among sportsmen who visit the 
I'acilic Kennel Club's headquarters on 
Kearny street. Charles Ladd received re- 
cently from Alaska the head of an elk 
which puts everything in the way of elk 
heads in the shaile.

MessT*. Sielt* atid Block Wast Pajr for 
Kztt» Deputies. 

Assessor Siebe and Tax Collector Block 
made the annual demand on the Super- 
visors for funds to pay the extra deputies 
yesterday. Both sent in communications 

to the Finance and Judiciary committees, 
stating that the appropriations made were 
not sufficient to carry on their respective 
ollices. 

.\ssessor Siebe asked for $,'XXK) extra over

^ Lawsuit and Political Scandal 
Certain to Be the Out- 
come. 



Undertaker Newcom W. Leitch says of 
Charles Mau talen, cbaitnian of the Repub- 
lican ("ounty Central Committee of Ala- 
meda County : "He is a smooth man— u 
very smooth man." Beyond this the un- 
licrlukor who wanted to be Coroner will 
v<iucii>:ife little information, but tlie story 
has leaked out from other pouroes, and 
when it is all toKl it will be a sensation. 

In brief, it is to the effect that Iieitch 
paid|Mautalen fd&'i in good bard gold for a 
nomination which was given to some one 
else. 

It was known well enough that Ijcitch 
was a candidate for Coroner at the last 
election, and about the time Dominations 
camu to be talked aliout Mautalen and 
other members of tiie Re}iubliean *'niinty 
Central Comniitlee be^au tohauiit I.eitch's 
undertaking parlors at Kighth and Frank- 
lin streets and talk about candidates and 
political prospects. The result of it all 
was that Li-itch say - he was offered the 
nomination for Coroner, and following t lie 
offer Mr. Manlalcn apkeii for a little gold. 
He said ?'J.')0 wo-ald iie enoui.'h to start 
things with. Ho pot J'.'M. .«oon after ^T'l 
was handed tiio politician witli olUres on 
tap and shorliy afterward additional, 
and to this was added iWO, making the 
grand total Mr. Mautalen said that 

his demand- on prosiHi tive candidates, of 
whom he n.t ;i::*)ned several, were iieing 
liberally responded to, and that these 
amounts were necessary to keep the palms 
of the forty or fifty men at work well { 
greased. These men, it was stated, were at 
work in the country .ii^iriois 

Leitch was plea-i-d apjiar.'ntly with tlie i 
reports, and he sat ilowu t.) wait for the | 
Republican nomination, which has always ] 
up to recent years meant an election in [ 
Alameda County. 

The convention met at Haywards, and | 
T.eitf li's name was not even mentioned. ' 
Dr. Haldwin carried off the persimmon ; 
and was elected. Leitch was so angrv that i 
he accepted the nomination at the hands 
of another party. 

He sni.irted tinder the treatment he re- 
ceived at the hands of Mau'^len^ and the 
storm that he hasrai.sed was anticip.ited. 

Mr. Ijoitch csked about the matter 
yesterday. He said !ic [.ri.erred not to 
talk on the stiiiject. but he did say : 

"My attorney, Mr. .-Vldricu, has the en- 
tire matter in charge, and it will come out 
in the conrts. I hncepro.if that thenionev 
spoken of was paiil to J!auialen. M.v 
bookkcener lias a record if the whole 
tran»act[o!i. I can prove all the state- 
ments, and will answer any statenii-nt i 
Mautalen may make at the pVoper time." 

Ever since be has been "thrown don n" 
in convention, r.eiteh has been investipat- ' 
ine. He wanted to find out just who re- j 
<eived the nion,-y, and it is said he has j 
talked to all the men to whom Mautalen 
said he paid money, and they emphatically 
deny having seen the color of the gold. 

Mautalen was .seen yesterday and talked 
freely enouch. Uesaid: 

"The statement made by Mr. I.ii-rli, 
taking his own words, refers to :r.ai:i'rs 
prior to the convention at Ilayw..:-!-. a:iil 
neuce couM not have anything to do with 
my l onduct as c li lirman of the Republican 
Central Committee, as I was named for 
that (lositi.iii after tlie convention in )>Uo\> 
of C!K•lrlo^ S;.e;,r, v.iio was nominated for 
Record-r at that tim-. Mr. Leitch s lan- 
guage, according to a n iblished interview, 
IS contradictory, for he says that he con- 
tributed the sums stated "for paving the 
expenses of men employed by the com- 
mittee, which he knows is untrue.

Some moiitli> onor to the campaign 
he sent for me to make his light for 
Coroner. I said that 1 did not want to do 
it, as i had made considerable financial 
^riiice by being in personal lights before. 
Then he sent for me again later and made 
me a proposition to try and get him the 
nomination. He tol,l me he would i>ut up 
for any expense ai the j.rimaries. 

"1 linally consented to see what could be : 
done, and I did the best I could at the' 
primaries, but fonml that he would not be I 
in it, and wrni to liim Sunday before the ; 
convention aiid to!-l liirn tiiat he could not 
make It an>l ];,.t to go before the conven- 
tion, as tlie comiiinaiions could not be 
made to pive lotn the nomination. He 
thought that thev could and went ahead 
with the result that he was defeated for 
the nomination. 

"As fiir expenses in' urred bvMr, Jyeitch, 
they were at his ,,wn solicitation and for 
services jierformed at his request. 1 could 
not give my time and efforts to him for 
nothing, as he well understood, and be 
agreed to compenisate nie. I dii net de- 
rive him as to the re-uit. bm state,! to 
him before the convention that he did not 
have a ^nfli. iently strong support to ^-rure 
the nonunatioii. N.i expenses were in- 
curred hy me and no money ei|)e-ided that 
were not lepiiiniate preliminaries to the 
iiriniaries and for my personal services in 
behalf of Mr. Leitch in making bis cam- 
t^lgn at his own solicitation and ri'uuest

From the fact that inquiry has increased 
remarkably within the last few weeks real 
estate agents conclude tiiat a really healthy 
interest is taken in city ].ropcrty by people 
who have money to invest. Agents are 
kept , busy answering inquiries about all 
kinds of real property in San Francisco, 
but much of their business ends there. 
The volume of sales has not increased 
eiioucli for anybody to grow enthusiastic 
over the market, and at best the change is 
an improvement in popidar feeling regard- 
ing San Francisco. One great step has 
been made in the right direction. Con- 
fidence has returned and that is a good 
foundation for the influence of correlative 
enterprises and commercial development 
to btiild upon for the city's future 
great iie^s. 

For the present there is nothing to create 
a positive change all at once. People who 
would like to invest in city property w ill 
not, as a rule, pay what the owner asks, 
and consequently veij- many transactions 
fall through. If business had improved so 
much to justify a firm tone in real-estate 
values, no doubt buyers would have reason 
to pay whatever might be asked, btit under 
present conditions, with a great deal of 
dwelling property only 5 per cent net. no 
inducement can be olTered to invest except 
on very reasonable terms. 

Regarding unnecessary street work, 
Magee's circular for March says: 

For the past two or three years an almost 
fierce pressure has been brought to bear upon 
the Street Department to order street work 
done where it is utterly unnecessary. This is 
esjieeially the ease in relation to pavements. 
.Stone bloclcs or asphaltum is ordered on streets 
on the outskirts, frequently on hills where 
there Is no travel, on which macadam was re- 
cently laid, and which is still in flrst-class 
order. To order new and costly pavements, In 
such cases, in these times of falling prices for 
such property, and famine scarcity of money, 
is mere robbery, and tends most strongly to 
force low prices still lower bv compelling own- 
ers who cannot pay for the street work either 
to f "ll out to avoid It or to sell to pay for it. 

.Another cause of unnecessary street work is 
the sale in eol.hles taken up off <i.^ivvniown 
streets by the eilv and sold to street contrac- 
tors for a sons, liamedialeh n >lreei contrac- 
tor makes a purchase of these cobbles he gives 
neither sleeyi to his gpeculative eyes nor sleep 
to his restless eyelids until he has secured a 
job to lay the cobbles on somi' sidehill street

Shrimp.'*, crabs and the 
small fresh wa;er Ioi,b:<'r.s crawl or anap ahoui as if 
conscious of their impendim; fata and resolved 
to make one last dash for liberty. Queer large- 
headed, slippery, undeveloped-looking flsh palpi- 
tate feebly In palls of shallow water. They are 
small cod from tbe Sacramento River, and their 
cousins, larger-grown and brighter in color are 
plentifully represenlt d on the counters. 

Carp sell from 2 t-. 8 cents a pound. They are 
not unlike sl'.ail in shape and in general appear- 
ance, though they diftvr m color, being a beautiful 
shaded golden brown. (.)ne dejUer will ask 4 cents 
per pound for this fish and his nfigbbor but 2. and 
the next dealer will oflt r three pounds for 10 cents. 
If you ask the cause of this discrepancv the 4-ifnt 
man will tell you that his llsh ramf- irom Sa-^ra- 
mento River and are quite a difft-rent thing from 
tbe 2-cent variety wMch was caught in Oakland 
waters; the third man's fish then, m^umablv, 
come from some Intermediate point between the 
two. 

Carp are very much liked in r.. rin:ti,v, where 
they are canght and fattened for tabh- u--. . h. itig 
kept In ponds during the ordeal. Those which live 
in irr^sh-water streams are tbe only ones fit toeat, 
those eaught In muddy stagnant pooU taking flavor 
from their environment. 

A flsh weighing from four to six pounds is tbe 
most desirable to purchase, and then arises the 
question of how to cook lu There are some who 
will lell you to cook it any way you like but it 
won't be fit to eat; turn a deaf ear to them aud 
n^akt.* your Preparations to bake vour c*irp with a 
nice dry eruniBly stiinint:. higlily seasoned am:

Made by Packing 
Flowers in Lard. 
Most of the perfurues are made by en- 
fleurage, i. e., layint: freshly rpathered 
flowers in a glass case, the lid of whiob is 
spread with a coating of lard half an inch 
thick. This in the course 6f twelve or 
twentv-fonr liotirs absorbs all the essential 
oil The flowers are not spread thickly in 
the case; the glass is evenly covered with 
them and little more, bnt the coating of 
lard requires many relays of flowers before 
it is inu'n trnated with sufficient perfume. 

The ntinil>erof layers, of course, depends 
on tlie kind of flowers used. Some are 
changed thirtv times, some even a.s manv 
as eij;hty, others only live or six. The lard 
is afterward melted and mixed with spirit, 
which, combining with the volatile oil, 
rises to the ton and is captured and til- 
tered. It^is sad tn see tiie tlowers which 
have been used in making pomade, when, 
all the virtue having pone out of them, 
they are carted away to be used to promote 
the growth of other roses, which in turn 
will die the same death. They are a mere 
mass of somethintr that looks like dirty

tion originated on the ranch. Certainly for the 
most p:trt th" jirice iorthe tran«[Hjrtaiion Of the 
fniit and the manner in wnicli ii wi^j handled liad 
noihinit to do with the i>nee obialned, and It is 
etiiiail> '-villi nr. unl-^s-i the supply was ^:reater than 
the n;:irKei would take, I hat had it ullheen ot the 
sankc quality and in the same condition us thai 
which brought the maximnm price the maxi- 
mum price would have lieen obtained for ti»e 
entire carload, in which event a very handsome 
Increase would have been netied to the grower. 

Mr. Stubbs then cntrr.s a general dis- 
claimer to the charire that the railroad 
company has been ref^itouhiblein any man- 
ner for the hard times wliich the fruit- 
growers have experienced. ;;nd then ttirns 
his alleiitioii to frci;:ht diitrL'c-; :

For example, 
when the $1 25 rate waa adopted, the railroad 
company fpit, and still feel, that they had reduced 
their charges to the minimum, because that mte. 
taking Chicago OS a Imais. uve^a^ed but 1 cent per, 
to-i per mile iin t he load Carrie'!, for a haul over I 
live range* of mountains, on roads whose gradients 
and curvatures exceed iu uilHculty and cost of 
operation those of any other roads in the 
I'nlted Htates. through simrseiy populated 
countries having no local business, but 
which must depend for support upon the 
thro't^h traffic, where for a considerable part 
of ilic distance the coat of fr.el la from three to live 
times the average cost upon roa/is oiH-rattMl east of 
the I'ocky Moun;nlns, an.i yet liie rale of $1 25 
per 101 pbimos Iscon.sidembly less per ti.n per nith' 
for the character o( son'ice descrihed than i u*- cur- 
rent rate charced for carrying the fniit pro'iui tH of 
Florida and the ^utheru Htaies to the same mar- 
kets over almost dead level and cheaply operated 
roads. The rateof $1 95 per 100 ponmu to Chicago 
xvas fixed with reference to ventilated fruit ciir.s, 
cars whose average dead weight was less than 
28.000 iJOuiKls ond wlioae minimum carrying ca- 
padtv was 10 ton», since which time thc'bulfc o! 
the fruit has been moved in re/rigerator cars whose 
mlatmom load Is 13 tons and averagadaadwaisht 
46,6M poaada. Thia iBcreaie^tf daad weight has 



been carried for an average Increase ot 11% cents 
per 100 pounds upon the paying load. 

Again, at the close of 1893 prominent fralt-ahip- 
pers (jiUed ui.o:i the officers of this company, 
represenrW:;< -ha: there was no valid ground tor 
complaint, but ullecing that the charges for refrig- 
eration were burdensome; that there was no 
necessity lor such i xl•'n^,ive use of retrlgerator- 
cara, and If a service of five davs from Sacramento 
to Chicago could be given on ventilated cars their 
use could be greatly extended and the use of ro- 
frigerator^ars reduced w ith prolit to the grower.

This stuiemem was objecitd to at the conference 
and it was demonstrated to your committee that, 
with the exception of 1894, when the ^trtke inter- 
fered and Interrupted the prompt and onlinary dis- 
patch of all trains, the live da.vs' McU'dnle was 
made wherever it was contracted ii>r. ami w hile 
carrl<Ts are not in a position lo •rttaraiitf'- ti'is 
ached nh- lo the extent of l-ecoiiiinK res: oli- 
siiil" lorfclie di-nume in cu^e ai failure, > « t tip 
nolhili',' in the exper-elice of the iriiit-;'rii\^' 
ilieir dealings with the carriers \-. l:ich luriashes a 
valid foundation for questioning their p'.irpose and 
ability, under ordinary conditions, to fairly pei^ 
form any service wMch they voluntarily undci^ 
take. 

It was also drawn out, with respect to your .state- 
ment that the San JoAquin Valley could nor i rolit- 
ably use ventilated cars at any price, inav "Uh 
pn>mpt movement there was no re.ison y<hy verui- 
lated cars for certain class-.-* ff tniit cannot be 
used for any and all portions of California. 

Perhaps in view of the fongoiug. It Is needless 
for us 10 state that we do not by any means share 
the committee's gloomy views with respect to th© 
future ot the fruit crop of California. We do not 
regard the experience of 1H9« and 1S94 as a just 
measure of the prost>ects of this crop, nur do we 
think that the fruit-growers and tr'iit-shlppors 
havedinH'ted their atteu: ion tothe econcmies aifl 
improvements which may be intro Inccd iino tln'ir 
methods of marketing their prodncia. which, in 
view of the very low rates chanced by the trans- 
portation companies, ought to he exhausted before 
further concessions from the railroad companies 
may be justly asked: 

Coming directly to the statement of the 
desires of the committee, and the conclu- 
sions of the company thereon, Mr. 

Stubbs says : 

Pint— It ask",! -hat :i five-day ventilated car 
s''rvice to i ii'.cai:'! m .some manner Kuaranteed. 

The Southern i'aciiic t;omi)any will undertake 
negotiations with its connecUons to establish a 
five-day schedule tor ventilated cars in tralnloads, 
and In every way do its best to insure the prompt 
and regular dispatch of fnilt from all points on its 
line, but rhf re rre so man\' iutlueiK es beyond human 
control which Interrupt and in'en'ere with train 
schednle:< tliat it is not re^iir-led possible or rea- 
.«onahle to expe ct, t hat railroad companies should 
ah;*olu:ely «,mraniec these sci;ei,lule.s to iJie extent 
that wo-.dd make them liable for damages in case 
of failure to make the time. 

Second— It is asked that the Southern Faclllc 
Company obtain from the refrigerator companies 
a concession of at least $50 per car. 

The question of refrigeration belongs to the do- 
main of chemistry, and nut to railroad operating. 
The railroad companies, in our judgment, are not 
liite<l to. and under their orgaolsatlon cannot 
saieiy under;ake the li^r and responslbUlty of 
refrlseration. 

The southern Pacific Company Is in nowise re- 
sponsible for the refrigerator charges of the re- 
frigerator companies, and must decline to assume 
ariv r-sponslhility In that direction. This is a mat- 
ter i h.u ilie iniii L'Hjwersand sliippers can handle 
for I N'Mos'-iv- s 'lirertiy with the refrt;rora;or com- 
l'un;t s. Wf believe, liOwever. wiili .\ oii tliat the 
thaifies lor refriijeration have been too hiifli— how- 
much too jrreat we have not the information to de- 
termlue, but we shall do uU that is possible for us 
to do lo bring about a reasonable reduction la these 
charges, and think that we have atreadv accom- 
plished something In that direction, we would 
add, however, that growers may accomplish much 
iu this direction by encouraelng.and favoring the 
use of cars which have the greategc carrying 
capacity In proportlonto the dead weight of carand 
Ice. and that a aoo I deal aceoinpHshed by 

holdins the refrigenitor cnmparues lo iheir res; 
sibilitv ashucii, mtli,- s;!!!!- manner and (o :tie 
same iletrree that railroad companies are lield re- 
ftjionsihle hy shippers for performing the ser\ ice 
wlileh the law or contract makes obligatory upon 
them. 

Third— You ask that a $1 rate to CblCAgo be

Fifth— YOU ask that ten tons be made the ndnl- 
mum amount of chtrriea to be loaded lu refrigera- 
tor cars. 

We know from the statements of shippers ihat 
not more than ten tons of cherries can l»e properly 
Ioade*l In the standard re-n^cerator cars, auL :hat, 
it seoms to us. furnishes nu re.cion wlty tij-- rail- 
road companies aliould carry a heavy n frig -rator 
car with its load of Ice, as above described, and 
charge less on Its coBtents of cherries than Itwould 
charge on its contents of pears, the latter as a rule 
Iwlng the cheaper ankle. W e believe that under 
ordinarv condit.on.'-. ch'-rries, jiroperlv packed and 
' shipped", can better s-.ami th.< rate of $1 25 per 100 
poutid.'i, w i: ii a ni;ni!i.nni of twelve tons per car, 
ti.ar, call --nine o: ih^' loavit-r and iLore hardy 
iiuii>. I uder the principle ot dartsilicution in uni- 
versal use, cnerrles should be raitnl higher than 
I j>e»rs. 

I Sixth— Vou a.sk that mixed carloads of dried and 
I cajiued fruits and nuis be acc-puvl by this com- 
I pany, each variety paying its owu rate. 
I This we must deny. Kailroads irannot reasona- 
bly charge a lower rate for less than carloads of 
nuts, because they happen to be loaded in with 
I dried and canned fruits, than if they were loaded 
i in with oilitT merchandise. 

In resjwgt to your seventh request. In which you 
de-,, rit)e the condition of the raly,in iniliisiry as one 
o: woeful depression," and ask that an enieri^'-ncy 
rule ot 75 cents t>e givenon the raisin crop of 1805: 
To this we must object. Within the lost two yean 
the rates on raisina hava been reduced over 29 per 
cent, the same considerations being urged In favor 
of that reduction as were urged by your Mr. Fowler 
in comniittee. We have reason to' beiit ve i hat i he i

Mayy Ciirulinc h 'fkHiii p ami Margaret 
Stuart have tilfd u contest to the probate 
of the wiU of their father, David McKay, 
who died March 8, 1894. 

The testator's will was admitted to pro- 
bate March 26, 1894. It disposed of an es- 
tate valued at nearly (100,000. To his wife 
the testator left $50,000 and the dwelling- 
liousf at Pacific avenue, with all the 

furiiitiirc and < ftccts which it contained, 
lie made no provision iu the will lor his 
daughters, as he staled he had already 
made ample allowance for them. The 
residue of liif ctate he left to his two sons, 
David and Aii>;iis. 

In their petition to revoke probate of the 
will the sistvrs alie-ed that the document 
liled a? his l.i-t will is not the last will of 
their father; that at the time he executed 
the document he was not of sound mind, 
and was insane and acting under the intlu- 
cnce of his two eons, David and Antnis, 
brothers of the contestants, and ot his wife. 
They say that their father was led to he- 
licve that they had no affection for hiiu, 
and also that being insanely prejiidi.:eil 
against llomnn Catholics he had disin- 
herited them because they were repre- 
sented to their father as being of that 
faith. They therefore ask that the probal;- 
of the will be revoked and the estate dis- 
tributed accordinp to the law's directions. 

The contest is hied none too soon, for the 
statutory year which the law allows to 
elapse before Bbuaiag ont aUoonteete ex- 
pires within a few days. 



The exposure .if th" condition of Third 
■i C\i.i, struck a re- 
sponsive chord in liie breasts of dwellers 
on that thoroughfare between Mission and 
Bryant streets. 

Tliat the agitation has done some good 
to the people of that district of the city is 
evident from the fact that all the piles of 
dirt along the railway tr.u ';; wtv removed 
Wednesday night — within a few liouvs 
after the Jjuhlieation of the facts. 

The people themselves are enthusiastic 
in upholding the crusade for improvement, 
and freely express themselves where they 
are not bound down by fear of the laiiil- 
lords. 

That the street itself is in a di.-graceful 
condition is proved by observation. Even 
the horses attached to delivery w»i«)ns re- 
fuse to remain upon the uneven pavement 
while left dtanding aion;.- the cr.rhing. In- 
variably they turn and rest their feet tipon 
the worn wooden sidewalks, while the 
vehicles to which they are attached rest on 
hillocks or in ruts. 

It must be remembered that Third street 
is traveled more than any other thorough- 
fare in San Francisco, excepting portions : 
of Markf-t street. In preparinsr the street I 
for the electric-cars the tracks had to he | 
recoasitructed. Immediately following the j 
reconstrtiction of the road the company 
began tilling in the chinks with linely 
broken rock, to be crushed by the heavy 
teams continually passing to and fro. 

One of the principal complaints of the 
teamsters who use the street is that they 
can seldom turn from the track without 
going into a rut, striking with such force 
as to damage the wagon and injure the 
horses. 

Speaking of this K. Rolf of rAn Bryant 
street, who has a wood and coal business, 
says : 

TJilrd street Is in a fearful comlilion. I 
drive on it every day and know what I am 
talking about. I am glad to see the Call ex- 

§o5e the condltiou of that street, for it is a 
etrlnieut to the city. Last summer I broke 
an Rxle on my wagon while turning ont to ai- 
lou' a car to pass, and I have known many 
other cases of the same kind, caused through 
the bad condition of the thoroughfare. Fre- 
quently a teamster is compelled to take a team 
from his wagon or truck and help some other 
man whose wagon has gone against one of 
those hillocks and cannot be moved by the one 
team alone. The streets are the same as ihey 
I wen when my wagon was broken, and I say it 
I Salhame that aird street should be left In 
such condition. 

On the same sabject S. Fox of Oerlach 
it Fox said : 

Tlif f.ne rock which the railroad company 
hK.- tieeii putting on the street is ground np 
and makes a dirt which ruins everythi:ig in 
the nonse. The rails which have been put down 
are of such a character chat it is hard for tlu- 
teamsters to turn out. Now, just look at tlmt 
street. Teamsters are compelled to turn out 
for the electric-cars, and in doing so run their 
horses into the riiis. To make a lone story 
short, 1 have a kick coming on the condition of 
Tliiril siret't, because \v.' do considerable horse- 
shoeiiiiT, fiTi*i jruarsMitf to stay on for a 

month. I'll ihi-y do it cu Third street? Well, 
1 slioiild not. H. iueen the rails of the 

elect rit' rMjiii mwl : Iv.- t'li'l cuTi.litifiii of the street 
w.* ur- iv- i'' bi-. i'liUiiL' "11 .'hoi-s whieh 
sliuuid u>.uiliy tc 'o<i f.*r si.x w etks. 1 Rm 
glad to see the f Aj.i. taking this matter up, for 
Third street as it is at present is certainly a 
disgrace to the city. 

No. -Ml Third street is a two-story frame 
building worn and weather-beaten. The 

occupant said : 

I think the Superintendent of .Streets should 
look after this matter, .^s fur as the rents be- 
ing aflectcl hy thi' niiiditi.'u •!( the streets I 
can't say. \ ; r.y si.; :.ir t!i> vmr,* Hnd I pue>s 
it is about thv ~ Liiii- !is luiv >imilur jilace on the 
street. It used to rent lor ^16 though. If I 
snid anything about the sidewalks or streeta I 
would oSbnd the landlord, so I won'taay any- 
thing. 

If I don't like Third street lean move. That 
is what the landlord wou'.d cume around here 
and tell me It I complained. 

One of the teamsters employed by F. B. 

Belcher said: 

We all use Third street hei ause It has square 
blocks which arc worn smooth and a double 
trai k. But say, whi re we have to turn out it 

ju^i rips out of the leani aud truck. It is a 

shame that the street sliould be left the way it 
Is. The city ought to fix it and fix it at once. 

P., T. P.fuuett, who has a carpenter-shop 
at 443 Third street, was not at his place of 
business, bat one ot his men spoke for him. 
He said: 

Mr. Bennett is always complaining of Third 
street, aud lie has good reason for doing so. 
He drives down here every day either in a cart 
or a buggy, and always complains of a sore 
back from the jolting. He was talking about 
this thin;; yesterday, and said tt was about 
time one of the papers took the matter up. 
lEvcry little town in Sngland has better streeta 
than San Francisco, and It U a shame that such 
a street as Third shotild be neglected the way 
it is. We moved down here abont a year ago 
on account of the rent, but of course I can't say 
whetiier the rent is higher or lower than i"t 
ouglit to be. 

Joseph M. Lyons, who drive.sa wagon for 
the Pacific Packing-house, said: 

I have been alon? Third street for the past 
five vears. I do not believe the street has ever 
l)een in the condition it is at the present time. 
There should be an investigation of some of the 
work done for the city. 

William Kelley, a grocer at 337 Third 
street, is highly indignant over the con- 
dition of the street. He !<aid : 

1 fay my taxes and am entitled to a decent 
rortihvuv u]i'ju wliii'li t'l travel, .fust loul: at 
thnt nit. two feet wide an. I six iii>-ue.'i deep.

.loseph Doyle, who is employed between 
Howari ana Foisom streets, on Third, 

said : 

! woritt'd on Murk.'! strcff for a loup time, 
uud ihoughl the meets were dirty, hut I 
Mriick it hard enough down here to suit any 
ouc. It makesilouUe workteget thedirtoot 
of the ruts, and I hops the streets will be re- 
paired. 

George Mikaos, grocer, WO Tiiird street, 
said: 

Nearly all the residences and lodging plaeea 
along the street are vacant, as you Can KS, on 
account of tiie filthy condition of the street. 
Next door a few years ago there was a little 
home with a pretty garden which rented for 
a month. A man who bought it put up n 
cheap ^hanty, which is occupieil hviri*. r:;i- 
ue-e liiundry, and -rents for but .■<:!.■). The 
want of public ^pirit iu tlie properiy-owuers 
here, and the w ay tin: in'Uiih.'rhood has been 
treated by the .-tre.-i I'ui.Hrtuicnt has driven 
all the better ciiis.^ ef i'''o;'l-' :i w iiy. 

Henry Sturki ii "f .'^t urkeii ,v H.diiiii;s, 
gri/Cers, comer Third ami iJianiiuu, .said : 
Tile property-owners could do a great deal oi 
pood ii they would get tof^etiier aud act iu eon- 
eeri. Wliat is lao^t nect;s.^ary now is for tlie 
l ily to put the streets in deeeut condition. 
I'litil thtit is done the pror.erty-owuers cannot 
be expifi-.d to do much. If we had a decent 
street it would he agreat inducement to all the 
owners to improve the ildawalks and pot up 
better buildings. 

Simon Oncksman, jeweler, 538 Third 

street, said : 

I am glad to see that the 'Call is taking the 
matter up. The liorribie condition of thi- j^Treet 
is doing more than aiiythins else to injure ibis 
part of tow n. Business is lallitip rapully, and 
each yoar iv i*et;ing wor>e.

Pity for the unfortunate beggars of the 
streets is well enough in its way, but it 
ought to talce a practical turn to the ad- 
vantage of the unfortunates and for the re- 
lief of tho.^e who have to daily traverse our 
thoroughfares. There is in the city a feel- 
ing that the beggars ougm to be kept in 
the asylums and other retreats furnished 
by the taxpayers and the charitably dis- 
posed people of th^ community. Mayor 
Sutro is strong In this opinion. 

The regular beggars have settled abiding 
places and it was jiossible to secure their 
pictures for publication. There is a 
miL-ratory horde of beggars, however, that 
swarms about the busy part of the city 
after sundown that can be caught only on 
the fly by reporters or sketch artists. 

The most persisting and menacing men- 
dicant which the police tolerate and the citi- 
sens try to shun is the common "striker' '—

the fellow who pushes his noxious 
presence literally into the face of the 
passer, and inflicts a woeful plaint, redo- 
lent with the odors of stale beer, ujion the 
reluctant citizen, who is all the time strug- 
igling to escape. 

This beggar has no mechanical methods, 
no anziliaries such as a bunch of cheap 
pencils, or hand-organ, or a "blind" label. 
He never was blown up in the mines, run 
over by railroad cars, nor became the 
father of nine children, all depending upon 
bim for supi.ort. lie is only, nineteen 
times out of twenty, a vacant-lot loafer, a 
oomer-groggery bummer, a county-farm 
rnnaway, an ex-convict, a worthless ranch- 
band, a stowaway from some coasting ves- 
sel, or a deserter from the Goverment 
aerrice, and even in the twentieth time, 
liiere exists much doubt as to hia worth as 
•n object of street charity. 

A great city IS a magnet and draws all 
manner of men unto it. The industrious 
come, ^n employment, or go. The idle 
and Ticions ones stay, and among the care- 
leas well-to-do metropolitans practice their 
profession of mean, whining, cringing 
mendicancy. The street "strikers," those 
fellows who dart across the pavement and 
hover over theirvictira with their "Mister, 
will you kindly give me a little assistance?" 
petition, run togetlier in twos or fours or 
in larger squads. They live downtown in 
the cheap restaurants and lodging-houses 
and the fair income^from their calling per- 
mits them to enjoy the best to be had in 
the low-grade saloon. They make a life 
business of beggary and work industriously 
at lliat vocation. When the professional 
"striki/r'' starts in to "work" a street he 
moves witli a determination to "let no 
man, guilty or innocent, escape." 

A remunerative time for labor is about 6 
o'clock in the evening, when people are 
going home and are either in too great a 
hurry to stop and parley or in too good a 
htimor to refuse the dime or nickel asked 
for. A golden opportunity for the enter- 
prising Ipiiniiner is jirosented when he sees 
a gentieniaii escorting a lady 'along the 
sidewHik. 

Not long ago a liealtUy specimen of this 
class entered the rooms of a physician near 
the old City Hall and pleaded fctr a dime, 
as he said he was starving. He knew that 
his plea if at all ■aooMBfnl would bring 
him money, benise tbe starration 



[ been discharged unjustly from his engine, 
i he sai i, after an accident at Port Costa, 
' and he lived in Oakland. Five cents more 
I would pay his fare home; would the gen- 
tleman, etc. He was always half-drunk, 
and was two years getting to Oakland, 
j Out on Valencia street one day lately an 
I alleged hungry man was given a meal and 
i .'50 cents by a good but unpractical woman, 
, and told to saw some wood. He saw the 
: wood and immediately climbed over the 
i back fence and cleared out. Meeting an- 
I other man on the sidewalk he told him 
! where a real, good, all-day wood-sawing 
I job was to be had. The new man, wiio was 
I a worthy work-hunting fellow, hurrie<IIy 
made ajiplication for t hat wo.nlpilc. He 
was met at tlie back door bv tlie woman's 
angry husband, who thought it was the 
same old beat after more food, and kicked 
him from the yard. The second man spent 
a vagrancy term in the County Jail as a re- 
ward for his industrial intentions. 

At the ferry landing a well-dressed man 
calliui; himself McCuUough earns a liveli- 
hood \Mili a Southern Pacific baggage 
check, nvimbered aj76. He tells a pathetic 
tale of his trunk being held somewhere and 
shows the brass check in corroboration. 
Among the gullible people of this city he 
succeeds witli his simple scheme in picking 
up a great many dimes. 

"Any bloke ken get alone in dis town," 
saiil a j.rofpssional striker in a moment of 
conlidence and of beer to a Call reporter. 
"All he has to do is jest pick his mug and 
hang to him. Day'll fling you a nick jest to 
shake you. Any fairj- story will go. San 
Krancisco IS de Lest town to work west of 
the Missouri River. Gil in and sing yer 
song an' de bo.\ receipts is all right. Mav, 
pardner, take a steam with me7 Work was 
good ter-day; struck de Stockton boat 
gang and de ronte panned out four nicks, 
a bit and two quarts. My pal will be in 
soon an' we'll pool our issues fer a iiiglit 
on 'de Coast.' ' 

Mayor Sutro is decidedly of the opinion 
that the maimed, the hall and blind men- 
ilicants who haunt the streets of San Fran- 
cisco and make people wretched with their 
apparent misery should be removed from 
the public thoroughfares and placed in in- 
stitutions where they will obtain food, 
clothing and proper care. 

"They are a nuisance and a constant vio- 
lation of tbe law," said Mr. Sutro yester- 
day. "I say, by all fair means thev should 
be suppressed. These cripples and blind 
beggars are unfortunates to he sure, i)ut 
that is no reason why other people— par- 
ticularly those of a sensitive nature- 
should be made wretched by these sights 
at all the principal street comers. If ibis 
city is a civilized commuiiitv provision 
should be made for these unfortunates so 
that they can be taken out of siglit and 
cared for. At the present time 1 don't see 
what can be done with them. The Alms- 
house is full, and besides most of these 
street beggars do not want to go there. 
They make money and prefer to lead their 
.jirpsent mode of life. 

"Now, as to tbe Almshouse," tbe Mayor 
continued, "that needs a thorough over- 
hauling. There are many persons in it 
who ought to be out, and there are many 
out who ought to be in. 1 f those who have 
no business there were taken out tliere 
wi>uld be room for the blind, crippled and 
(iuformed creatures who are now on the 
streets. The city ou^ht to make provision 
for all disabled and mcniable persons who 
have no means of support. There should 
be a home for indigent consiira ptives. It 
was only yesterday that a poor woman 
came to me with Iier IH-year-old daughter, 
who is slowly dying of the disease. She 
begged me to have lier daughter sent to 
the City and County Hospital ; I tried to 
do as requested, but the hospital authori- 
ties would not receive her. Next 1 tried 
the Home for Incurable Children, but with 
no 'Oetl'T rc'sult. 

"As regards the street beggars and blind 
srteel musicians, I shall call the attention 
of the Chief of Police to the matter, and 
will request him to have the law enforced. 
Tlie nuisance should be stopped." 

In addition to the .Supervisors' order re- 
r'u"5 ' " 'be streets, as pub- 

lished yestci oay. liii ri- is another onier on 
I licenses which applies directly to the blind 
! and other mendicant street musicians wlio 
I play any kind of musical insLrumeiits on 
i the streets, with a view to securing alms. 
[ This is order lb, section L'l, of the Super- 
, visors orders of ISSD. It provides that 
every blind or otherwise disabled person 
who desires to play any musical instru- 
I ment on the street shall first procure a i)er- 
I mit from the Mayor, and shall then pre- 
sent the permit to the License Collector 
I and pay to him JlO for each three months, 
, in advance, whereupon a license shall be 
; issued. \ lolation of this order constitutes 
i a nusdeamor, punishable by fine or im- 
' pnsonment, or Ixith. 

License Collector Lees, when questioned 
on tlie subject yesterday, said ; 

"None of these persons mentioned in the 
Call have licenses and therefore they are 
constantly violating the law and are liable 
to arrest. They should be suppressed of 
course, but how to do it is the vexing ques- 
tion. The License Collector ami liisdepii- 
ties h.ave authority to make arrests, hucI so 
have all iiolicc oHirers. Several ' arrests 
; have i)eeii made in the past, and wlure a 
I complaint for non-payment of license was 
I submitted to a Jutlge of the Police Pourt 
! conviction almost invariablv followed' 
[ But those people are pretty cunning. Tliey 
know how to enlist sympathy and gener- 
I ally demand a Jury tdaU Well, that 



ties it. Juries will not convict any of 
them. But notwithstanding these facts, 
efforts should be made to • iiforic the law 
and clear the streets of thcM- 1 yt soros. 

"It is my opinion," added Mr. Lees, 
"that the best way to gain the desired re- 
sult would be to arrest all of tlicse beggars 
under the vagrancy law and apply the 

Fenalty in as humanea manncras possible, 
think the Superintendent of Streets has 
authority to remove these peojde, if he felt 
so dispo.scd. I know cases where ladies 
have been frightened by being suddenly 
confronted by badly deformed street beg- 
gars, ai'.d the results have been serious 
and noist deplorable." 

District Attorney Barnes is of the opinion 
that the deformed and crippled street beg- 
gars in this city constitute a public 
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nuisance that ought to be speedily abated. 

He said : 

"I do not believe that so many of these 
street beggars would be tolerated in any 
other city in the rnited States. San Traii- 
cisco is certainly vi ry lenient with them, 
and in many iiislaiices it is misplaced 
kindness. Some of these mendicants. 1 
understand, are quite well-to-do financially 
and are in a positiim to retire rrom busi- 
ness. They should be made to retire. 
Otiicially, I have nothing to du witli them. 
The whole matter rests with the Mayor, 
the Board of Suyervisors, the police courts 
and the License Collector, The orders of 
the Supervisors are explicit on the suiijei t, 
and if they were enforced by thc;i>oli(c and 
the police courts the nuisance would soon 
be abated. All police ofiicers and the 
License Collector and his deiiuties have 
autfiorltv to make arrests, and they ought 
to do it.'^ 

The police assert that thev have in times 
jiast tried to remove the disal.led menili- 
cants Irom the streets, hut their cffoits 
have not brought satisfactory results. On 
the contrary the officers have invarialily 
received the wqrst of it from Police J udges 
and Police Court juries. Sergeant Witt- 
man, when asked why the Supervisors' or- 
ders were not enforced and the beggars 
arrested, said : 

"The principal reason is that the ofiicers 
have always got the worst of it. Arrests 
have been made from time to time, but 
conviction could not be secured. Owners 
of property, in front of which these men- 
dicants plied their vocation, came into the 
police courts and begged that the defend- 
ants be let go and left undisturbed. Other 

Sersons, who thought they were doing 
eeda of charity, also came by scores and 



prominent business men. heavy laxj .iyers 
and other citizens yesterday was to the 
effect that thfe. beggars ought to be taken 
off tbe streets, and that those who are un- 
able to care for themselves by means of 
legitimate employment shoulcl be placed 
in some eleemo'svnarv institution and 
there be cared for. The Almshouse was 
invariably suggested bv those who were 
spoken to on the subject: but, as stated by 
the Mayor, that institution is full to over- 
crowding and room can be made there only 
by turning out those who on investigation 
may be found to be improper inmates. 
The House of Correction was frequently 
suggested as a place where some of the 
most undeserving might be put and kept 
at regular intervals, a measure which 
would i.robably induce some of those who 
have begged and hoiinled until they have 
become small caiMiali.-;s to h ave this city 
and return to their forno-r Lcunes far away. 
It is a fact that San Francisco has loiig 
been looked upon as a Mecca by profes- 
sional beggars all the world over — a place 
which, owing to the generosity of its peojde 
and leniency of its peace o'tficers, would 
\vell repay the pilgrim for his pilgrimage. 
Now that so manv of them are here the 
(liu stion is, What shall lie d<ine with them? 
MThe King's Daughters' Home for Incur- 
ables, at 217 Francisco street, might furnish 
accommodations for the blind, the maimed 
and the halt mendicants in this cily pro- 
vided the authorities wouid pay a nominal 
sum for their maintenance. 'I'lie institu- 
tion is designed as a home for those suffer- 
ing from incurable diseases other than 
contagious. It is open t<i all religious 
dencuuinations. When individuals are 
able to pay a charL'O of from $10 !<• $1-4 a 
month is made. In cjtscs of absolute des- 
titution It is free, but a|>plica;ioiis for 
admission must be acted upon and decided 
by the board of directors. The income of 
the home is derived from patients' board, 
tiiinual members, who pay a year, life 
members, who jiay $L(»0 on" admission, and 
donations and suhscri]Hioiis. There are 
about sixtv rooms in the hou.se, but all are 
not furnished. 

The Christian Tnion Mission, 107 Mi.s- 
sion street, is prepareil \i' I' lrnisli food and 
shelter to a number of iu'iiu'ents. Its ob- 
ject is to jirovide shelter and food for the 
destitute and to reclaim the fallen; also to 
j'rovide employment to the people who are 
in need of 'work. The mission has a large 
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interceded. Kesult— di>niissal of the cases. 
The newsi)apers used to jump on us, too, 
and give us Hail Columbia for arresting 
'poor, cri])pled beggars.' Of course this 
made the ofiicers t ired and wearied them 
of all desire t« make further arrests, and 
thereby get more abuse. 

"Supjio-se, for instance," continued tbe 
sergeant, "that an ollicer goes and arrests 
Henry J. Powell, the paralytic who does 
business by begging on Kearny street. 
There would be no conviction, because a 
score of people would come into court and 
intercede for him. They would raise the 
liveliest kind of a rowj and Powell would 
lie discharged by the court or a jury and 
sent beggdng again. Some time ago, when 
Judge Uix was in office, I arrested a beg- 
ging organ-grinder at the corner of Sutter 
and Kearn v streets. He was arraigned in 
Jtidge i;ix's court, and was very prompt Iv 
disi iiarged. The man then turned to the 
Judge and said: 

" 'Ifm afraid, your Honor, that it will do 
me no good to be set at liberty, because if I 
go back to my corner the p'oliceman will 
arrest me agidn,' 

"'If he does I will attend to his case,' 
saiil Judge Rir, and that settled it. I ar- 
rested no more begga>s for some time after 
that." 

Sergeant Healy said he knew of no rea- 
son why the disabled beggars are not ar- 
rested, as required by law. other than that 
il was a matter of nier. \ on the part of 
tlie members of the Police Department. 

Police Captain Douglass would like to 
see the streets cleared of beggars of all 
kinds, colors and Cfinditions, but he does 
not know just how it is to be done. When 
interviewed on the subject yesterday he 
said : 

"It wotild he a good thing and a pleasant 
thing for San Francisco to have no more 
crippled and deformed mendicants on the 
streets— or begprs of any kind, for that 
matter — but it is no easy matter to earrv 
the purpose into effect. The police wateli 
the.sc people and the beggars watch the 
police. Arrests are frequently made and 
the cripples are sent to the Almshouse. 
But that does DO good, because they walk 
out and away whenever they get "ready. 
Many more arrests could be made, of 
course, but the.sc poor unfortunates enlist 
the sympathy of the olH<>ors and the 
people in front oflwliose places of business 
they have located. This has the effect of 
making the officers and the police courts 
unduly lenient, and the result is that the 
Supervisors' orders are to a great extent 
ignored. Crippled beggars c-oine here from 
all parts of the woriil and moke a good in- 
come by exhibiting their misfortnnes to 
the generous populace.' '

dormitory, with about 150 spring cots, and 
a well-appointed kitchen and lanndrv. 

Perhaj'S the most available means f.irthc 
disposition of the helpless and destitute 
street be-'jars wouhi be the Salvation 
Army, wiili its "Lifeboat" and other auxil- 
iaries for the care of the needy, poor and 
di.sabled. The army has on more than one 
occasion proved itself capable of doing a 
great deal of material good with verv little 
money. It has been suggested th"at ar- 
rangements be made by which the Salva- 
tiiui Army management in this city would 
take in and care for all' such indigents and 
crinples as cannot find room in tne Alms- 
house until such time as that institution 
shall be enlarged or weeded out of the in- 
mates which were referred to bv the Mavor 
as not properly in that institution. 

There are a number of charitable organ- 
izations in prospective, among tlu ni being 
a non-sectarian home for destitute men 
and women, to be managed by the 1'aui.h- 
tcrs of the (iood Shepherd. There arc sev- 
eral endowments I'v bequests awaiting this 
institution, an.I when it shall be estab- 
lished and put in operation it will doubt- 
less afford relief to many aged mendicants 
who now haunt the street corners and im- 
portune the passer-liy for stray coins. 

Con McCregor, whose record as a beggar 
was published Yesterday, became aiigrv 
when he read all about himsidf.

Morris, the legless pencil-vender, whose 
place of busini ss is on the sidewalk in 
front of the store of O'Connor, Moffatt & 
Co., and sometimes for a change of luck 
in front of the establishment of D. Sam- 
uels on Post street. 

Con McGregor, the "blind man of the 
ferry," learned vesterdav, despite his 
blindness, that his "p"rofession" was 
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threatened and wished to have his side 

represented. 

Mr. Mctirregor insists that all these 
rumors as to his dissoUite life are merely 

tne manufactures of one "one-legged 
Welsh," who resides, he says, on "Sum- 
mers street, l)eiween Howard ami Folsom." 
No sueh street, it may be btaled, is given 
in the city directory. 

Mciiregor says that this villain, "one- 
legged Welsh," has "put up a job" on him, 
and has done so in the desire to secure his 
stand. He says that after he (McGregor) 
I'gocs off" Welsh "comes on." and that it 
is in the endeavor to oust bim altogether 
from a choice location that the story of his 
worthlessness has been promulgated. 

McGregor, n ho appears to be sightless as 
far as one eye is coiiccrui d, was loo much 
aggrieved at what he condemned as "one- 
legged Welsh's scheme" to frequent his 
"st.iinl" yesterday. But he does not pro- 
pose to let the nefarious Welsh get away 
with his regular "customers." 

One of the most interesting features 
of the story of the street beggars told in 
yesterday's issoe of the Cau was the his- 



tory of Henry J. Powell, better known as 
the "paralyzed old xylophone-player," 
whose stand for years has been on the cor- 
ner of Sutter and Kearny streets. In the 
description of Ibis crij'ple it was shown 
conclusively that Powell had got together 
some money and was in every way a fit 
subject to be an inmate of a home" or a 
charitable asylum. 

Several details of his painful career have, 
however, not been published. These are 
details which casta pleasant light upon 
the benevolence of certain citizens, while 
showing how lucrative the business of 
begging has proved in the past at choice 
"stands." 

Perhaps the one man who knows more 
about Powell than any other is Charles A. 
Fechheimer, who keej s a store on Kearny 
street. It was intimated by some of 
Powell's ac.|uaintaiu f s that Powell had an 
interest in tliis store, but further investiga- 
tion shows that the suggestion was un- 
founded. The rumor grew out of the chari- 
table interest of Mr. Fechheimer, the pro- 
prietor, in the welfare of the old man. 

It seems that Mr. Fechheimer, when he 
took possession of the store on Kearny 
street, found that Powell had for a long 
time been in the habit of going to the 
store and paying in all the money he made 
by his begging. Mr. Fechheimer, while 
recognizing the obligation of eiistom, was 
anxious that Powell shiuiM ren ive the full 
fruit of his collci:Iioii. He suggested that 
Powell should obtain interest on his de- 
posits, and to that end secured for him a 
deposit book with the Savings Union Bank, 
close at hand. 

Thereafter Mr. Fechheimer received vari- 
ous sums from Powell. He wtuild bring 
in $,')0 or $tiO, sometimes as much as $100, at 
intervals of a month or two. Mr. Fech- 
heimer would take the money in its condi- 
tion—in dimes and nickel.s— assume the 
trouble of counting it and then change the 
ttniouiit into gold fr.>m his own safe. ' 

"No matter what the discount might be 
for gold," said Mr. Fechheimer yesterday, 
"I would invariably change the small 
amounts for gold and place it in the bank 
to Powell's account. He has not p.aid in 
anything recently, hut the amount he has 
on hand in the bank at present is %o'M or 
$600. George Loomis had the store be- 
fore me. 

"The old man ought to be in a home," 
continued Mr. Fechheimer. "He has no 
right to be on the streets, and I have tried 
for a long time t:) obtain his admission to 
the (Icrmaii Altcnheim at Fruitrale and 
may yet succeed. 

"His only object, so far as I am able 
to ascertain it, is to secure admission to 
some such charitable institution, and had 
not times been hard of late he might have 
been able to realize his object. At any rate 
he ought not to be on the streets. Though 
a fit object of charity, he is certainly an 
eyesore on the public thoroughfares." 

Mr. Fechheimer yesterday said: "I not 
only changed Powell's money, but if be 
required any goods I offere<l to furnish the 
same free of charge. Tlds the old man 
■was unwilling to aceeiit, so that 1 had to be 
content witli selling hiin articles at a 
nominal jirice. Thus, if I'owell wanted a 
pair of shoes, and would refuse to accept 
them as a jTesent, I would sell them to 
him at ^1 a I'air, though the legitimate 
price might be ^.'i. ' 

In the same way Mr. Fecliheimer and his 
family have taken great interest in the 
Altenheim and other charitable enter- 
prLses. Mr. Fechbeimer's brother-in-law, 
S. AV. Levy, is ■ • _ ,. ! work of

AITEE ELEVKS MOSTHS, 

How THE Family of Samuel 
Buckley, Machinist, Heard 
OF His Fate. ■ 



He Disappeared From This City 
AND "Wandered to 
England. 



A letter received from Philadelphia ye.s- 
tcrday plunged a whole family into pro- 
found grief. It told of the death of a loved 
husband and father, while bringing no 
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personal message or suggesting cause for 

his self-destruction. 

Samuel Buckley, a Grand Army man 56 
ycar.s old, a skilled machinist working at 
the Fulton Iron Works, disappeared from 
this city nine months ago. He lived wi»li 
his wife and six children at 1919 Green- 
wich street, and nyarl from being subject 
to occasional jealous moods was an affec- 
tionate husband and father. At the time 
mentioned he left home in his working 
clothes, leaving half a month's pay un- 
drawn and many valuable tools at the Ful- 
ton Iron Works. The belief of his wife 
was that he had gone to seek other work, 
and therefore she endeavored to be re- 
signed and wait for news. 

It was only yestenhiy. however, tliatslie 
received word fr.im G"eorge Stewart, gen- 
eral agent of the White Star line, with an 
oflice at Philadelphia, stating that a man 
named Samuel Buckley, with papers iden- 
tifying him as her hushand, had committed 
suicide at Cheswick, near Liuulcm, Eng- 
land. Mr. Stewart stated that Buckley 
had sailed from .\merica to Kngland on 
January 23 on the Britannic, and at Liver- 
pool had been arrested for insanity, but 
had been subsequently discharged. It was 
intimated that the accusation of insanity 
bad oreyed upon his mind, impelling htm 
to self-destruction. 

Mrs. Buckley is of tbe opinion that her 
husband was on the way to discover cer- 
taiii property in Eneland to which he was 
entitled. Letters nddressed to him regard- 
ing the "Gabriel Liiptoii estate" received 
from England since hisdisappearance help 
to bear out this theory. 

At the same time Mrs. Buckley does not 
know whether to believe herself a widow 
or not, and will ap)ily to the Grand Army 
to assist her in iuvestiLratinu' tlie surpiisin"' 
newsconveyed to her ve>i, r.lav. °
